Kennedy in July, 1963, for the 
chairmanship of the joint chiefs 
of staff to replace Gen. Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, who was 
ap­ 
pointed to succeed Air Force 
Gen. Lauris Norstad 
as 
Supreme Commander of 
the 
allied forces of the 
North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization in 
Europe. 
He was sworn in Oct. 1. Less 
than a year later President 
Lyndon B. Johnson named him 
ambassador to South Vietnam 
to succeed Henry Cabot Lodge, 
who resigned the post to re­ 
turn home to campaign for the 
nomination of Gov. William W. 
Scranton of Pennsylvania as a 
Republican presidential candi­ 
date. 
Taylor’s 
appointment 
was 
widely regarded as evidence 
that the United States Intended 
to step up its military activity. 
Escalation of the war on the 
ground, the air and on 
the 
sea occurred during his year 
as ambassador. More Ameri­ 
can troops were committed with 
the avowed purpose of con­ 
vincing North Vietnam that ne­ 
gotiations for peace should be­ 
gin. 
Taylor resigned the diplomatic 
post in July of 1965, citing that 
he had agreed to serve only 
for a year. 
He was replaced 
by Lodge.

Johnson said today his two days 
of Vietnam talks on the cloud- 
shrouded 
Pacific 
Island of 
Guam were Instructive and con­ 
structive but produced no mo­ 
mentous decisions. 
Holding a surprise news con­ 
ference before he took off for 
Honolulu and Washington, John­ 
son said: "We took no decisions 
of a military nature.” 
South 
Vietnam's 
Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky and chief of 
state Nguyen Van Thieu flew 
back to Saigon, and as soon as 
they arrived Thieu announced 
that before the Guam confer­ 
ence his government had asked 
North Vietnam to join It in a 
peace meeting. But he said no 
answer had been received from 
Hanoi. 
"If Hanoi is ready to discuss 
peace with us, we are ready to 
meet with them,” Thieu told a 
news conference at the Saigon 
airport. 
White House Press Secretary 
George Christian said he had no 
comment to make on Thieu's 
disclosure. 
Johnson spoke to newsmen in 
a hilltop Navy officers club 
where, just seven hours earlier, 
Prem ier Ky had made an emo­ 
tional appeal for united Ameri­ 
can support that concluded: 
"There is no reason that you 
or other people should impose 
on us to surrender or accept 
domination from the Commu­ 
nists.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court Is showing a re­ 
newed tendency to intervene in 
criminal law cases, but where 
this year's decisions will take 
the justices — and the law —is 
still very much indoubt. 
Monday the pendulum swung 
a bit toward the side of police­ 
men, who have complained bit­ 
terly In the last few years that 
the court was handcuffing them. 
Police officers "need not in­ 
variably be required to disclose 
an informant’s Identity” so long 
as the trial judge Is convinced 
the tipster is reliable, the court 
decided. 


"Old reliable, the Informer,” 
was the derisive description 
pinned by dissenting Justice 
William O. Douglas on the tip­ 
ster who has been a useful tool 
to police for centuries. 
But Douglas was in the minor­ 
ity. By a 5-4 decision, written 
for the court by Justice Potter 
Stewart, police were given a 
freer hand to make arrests 
without obtaining search war­ 
rants. 


Certainly police were cheered 
and it was a gloomy day for civ­ 
il libertarians. However, the 
cheering and fingernail biting 
may be premature. 
Just last week, the court 
agreed to review the power of 
police to stop people on the 
street they think look suspi­ 
cious, and frisk them for weap­ 
ons or other evidence of crime. 
This means at least four of 
the nine justices thought a con­ 
stitutional evaluation was in 
order. If five decide "stop and 
frisk” can't be squared with the 
Constitution, the pendulum will 
swing back. 
Awaiting decision are several 


other significant cases in the 
Held of criminal law, at least 
three ranking in importance 
with Monday's informer case. 
These concern putting suspects 
in lineups without the assistance 
of 
counsel, court-author! zed 
electronic eavesdropping, and 
juvenile court procedures. 
In the criminal cases already 
decided this term the pendulum 
has swung in both directions. 
Cm Feb. 13, the court served 
stern notice on prosecutors that 
convictions obtained "by the 
knowing use of false evidence” 
could not stand. 
A week later, it shored up fed­ 
eral constitutional rights of de­ 
fendants in 
state 
criminal 
trials. When these rights are 
violated, a 7-1 decision 
said, 
the burden will be on the states 
to prove "beyond a reasonable 
doubt” that the infringement 
"did not contribute to 
the 
verdict.” 
Then, on March 13, all nine 
justices agreed that a defendant 
in a state criminal case is enti­ 
tled to a speedy trial — a right 
that defendants in federal pros­ 
ecutions always have had. 
However, cm Feb. 20 the court 
upheld the right of California 
authorities to search an automo­ 
bile for narcotics without get­ 
ting a search warrant. 
In January the court ruled 
that state prosecutors may tell 
juries about a defendant’s prior 
offenses before the juries pass 
on guilt or innocence. The prac­ 
tice applies in states where ha­ 
bitual offenders draw stiffer 
sentences. 
On other occasions the court 
has simply sidestepped crimi­ 
nal law issues. Where the jus­ 
tices are heading may not be 
fully known until June.

The statement broadcast 
by 
the official Vietnam News Agen­ 
cy (VNA) said Ho sent his reply 
to Johnson Feb. 15, the day after 
the United States resumed air 
raids 
against North Vietnam 
following the 
lunar new year 
pause. 
He toid President Johnson in 
'his reply, “ In your message, 
you suggested direct talks be­ 
tween the Demoractic Republic 
of 
North 
Vietnam and 
the 
United States.” 
Turning down the 
offer, Ho 
said that “ if the U. S. govern­ 
ment wants these talks, it must 
first of all stop unconditionally 
its bombing raids and all other 
acts of war” against North Viet­ 
nam. 
The United States has already 
made it plain that it will not 
halt the bombings unless the 
Communists respond with some 
matching action. 
Ho went on to say it is only 
after his 
conditions are met 
that North Vietnam and

United States “ could enter into 
talks and discuss questions con­ 
cerning the two sides.

Once again, cruel winter has 
ended. 
Calendars say so. The swal­ 
lows of Capistrano say so and so 
say the buzzards of Hinckley, 
Ohio. 
Against whatever odds, we 
have won through to one more 
v e r n a l equinox — a time of 
balmy showers and b u s t e d 
levees, young love and trips to 
Reno, sprouting crops and skies 
full of windblown topsoll (or so 
they say in Texas). 
As winters go, the one which 
Just reluctantly went was nota­ 
bly capricious. 
On Jan. 26-27, Chicago was 
blanketed with enough snow to 
last it for years — 26 Inches, 
with 15-foot drifts. Spring found 
the stuff still piled shoulder high 
in parts of the city. 
In Oregon, there was barely a 
trace of snow. Home owners 
mowed their lawns In mid-Feb­ 
ruary as grass and other grow­

A February blizzard brought 
New York surface transporta­ 
tion to a standstill.

Cities along the Wisconsin- 
upper Michigan border were 
burdened with a winter total of 
246 inches, 21 inches over the 
old mark. 
In Colorado it was dry and 
mild and Denver residents had 
to water parched lawns and ev­ 
ergreens. 
South Dakota, noted tor its 
blizzards, had only two little 
snowstorms. 
Hie 
first two 
weeks of March brought only .7 
of an inch of snow again ft a 
norm of six Inches. 
^ 
Ohio had one of its snowiest-* 


ever winters, with 42.3 Inches in 
Columbus, the most since 1950- 
51. On Nov. 2-3 a blizzard 
dumped up to 15 inches in he 
western part of the state, the 
most ever to fell so early in the 
month. 
In Missouri, snowfall aver­ 
aged three to six Inches below 
normal. At the University of 
Missouri the temperature hit 80 
early In March, and students 
walked about barefooted. 
New Jersey and Maryland 
had snow to spare. 
A Feb. 7 blizzard dumped 5 to 
18 inches on New Jersey and the 
winter total was 43.6 inches 
compared with a normal 28.5. 
December brought Maryland 
a record 19.3 inches,2.2 inches 
more than the previous high of 
December 1904. 
They could have used some of 
this in Texas, Kansas, Oklaho­ 
ma and New Mexico, all of 
which suffered a critical short­ 
age of winter moisture. 
Many Texas farm ers plowed 
up winter wheat and oats which 
felled to germinate properly. 
Pastures were in poor shape. H. 
N. Smith, Soil Conservation 


Service director, said there was 
danger of dust storms from 1.6- 
million acres of dried up crop­ 
land. 
"If we don't get moisture 
soon,” one soil service expert 
said, "March winds will blow 
that dust all the way to the 
Atlantic Ocean.” 
Northern and north central 
North Dakota had above-aver­ 
age snowfall and on Jan. 17 the 
temperature slid to 41 below 
zero at Alexander. Fargo had a 
blizzard with winds up to 56 
miles an hour on Jan. 16. 
On Nov. 3, New Orleans had 
its earliest freeze 
on rec­ 
ord. 
The Georgia lowlands had 
virtually no snow apart from a 
two-inch fell in February. Ingen­ 
ious Atlanta children discov­ 
ered, however, that their sleds 
slid well down hills carpeted 
with pine needles. 
West Virginia had 34 inches of 
snow and then the rains came. 
During the first two weeks of 
March, 5.87 inches 
poured 
down, compared with an aver­ 
age of 4.34 for the 
entire 
month. Severe floods caused 


damage officially estimated at

The bills now go to the8enate 
where Sen. J. F. Patterson, D-

Monday the House advanced, 
74-72, a teacher's tenure bill. 
The affirmative vote was eight 
less than will be needed for fi­ 
nal House passage later.

WHY KEYNES IS TWIRLING IN HIS GRAVE 
In the 
depression year 
of 
1936, English 
economist John Maynard Keynes published a book 
called General Theory of Employment, Interest 
and Money. 
The year 1936 was the fourth y£ar 
of the New Deal and the seventh year of the De­ 
pression. Government was desperate to chart a 
course to recovery. 
It was in this atmosphere that the credo ot 
John Maynard Keynes arrived on the scene, and 
it was enthusiastically received by the economic 
braintrust of the New Deal. 
Keynes believed that when a national econom) 
wasTn trouble, government should: ( ) prime the 
economic pump by spending beyond its income 
and; (2) restore government credit after 
the 
economy recovered, by reducing the public debt. 
The New Deal took Part One as the basis of its 
“recovery program’* 
and studiously ignored 
Part Two. 
As a result, big government and 
big government spending have been the rule for 
amost 32 years, and U.S. “prosperty” is now 
based on a dollar worth less than 50<£. 
As columnist Jenkin Lloyd Jones phrased it, 
the wild spending and its cause, the buying of 
votes, must have Keynes “twirling in 
his 
grave I» 
*One of the most interesting stories regarding 
Keynesian-economics-gone-mad came 
about 
during the early days of West Germany’s in­ 
dependence. 
West Germany was free to de­ 
velop her own economy as part of the anti­ 
communist Western community. The U.S. gov­ 
ernment sent a group of economic advisors to 
help Ludwig Erhard, now West German Chan­ 
cellor. 
The American economists, brought up in New 
Deal economics, noted that West Germany had 
a long way to go in its struggle to recover from 
I the ravages of the Second World War. 
Walter Heller, to resign his post next month as 
Chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers 
1 to the President, advised Erhard in those 1951 
• conferences to engage in deficit spending, to 
enlarge government economic 
activity and to 
decrease the “private” (free enterprise) sector. 
' Erhard, a veteran of the First World War, well 
remembered post World War I Germany when a 
wheelbarrow full of money was required to pur­ 
chase a loaf of bread. 
Mr. Erhard thanked the economistsjor their 
""interest and help, W .M K M lV 
ITmahy * would struggle^acFTo economic bealfl 
by maintaining sound money policies. Germany 
stuck to its sound money policies and the nation 
recovered at a fantastic rate. Today the Mark 
is one of the soundest currencies in the world. 
The nation is not only free of the unemploy­ 
ment problems which plague our own nation, 
it must import workers from other European 
nations in order to fill all the available jobs. 
Germany had learned about inflation. But the 
New Deal economists thought the German lesson 
had no moral. They, who took part of the Key­ 
nesian theory, ignored the economist’s all-im ­ 
portant words: 
“ By a continuous process of inflation, govern­ 
ments can confiscate, secretly and unobserved, 
an important part of the wealth of their citi­ 
zens...There is no surer, no subtler means of 
overturning the existing basis of society than 
to debauch the currency.” He wasn’t suggesting; 
he was warning. 
We are still under the direct influence 
of 
economists 
who 
attempt to solve all our 
economic problems by cheapening the value of 
our dollar. 
The so-called liberal economists 
are playing the same tune they fiddled 30 years 
ago when America was in a desperate and con­ 
fused position. 
These 
Nero 
e c o n o m i s t s 
are still fiddling the same tune while the dollar 
burns. 
They call it “prosperity” ; others call 
it debauchery of the currency. 
Inflation is one of the most unwelcome results 
of government interference in the 
economy. 
Tampering controls have grown to such an ex­ 
tent that today fully a third of the gross national 
product is due to government spending. 
To bring government more and more into busi­ 
ness stifles free market competition, the life­ 
blood of our personal enterprise system. Under 
a creeping government monopoly, competition 
suffers. This has been clearly shown in Russia 
and in every other nation which has mistakenly 
shackled 
itself with a planned, 
socialistic 
economy. 
One of the bitterest ironies of socialism is that 
the poorest citizens of a nation are the hardest 
hit. They are the least able to deal with the day- 
to-day problems of inflation and rising costs. 
Their already thin pocketbooks are taxed to the 
point of desperation. 
To exist, they must do 
without some essentials in order to obtain 
others. 
Yet, it is socialism which tries to appeal to the 
less wealthy; it is socialism which has promised 
a Utopia for “the m asses” ; it is socialism which 
has promised to end all poverty and hunger if 
only its theories are adopted. 
Socialism is wrong. 
Whether it is socialism 
by force of bayonet, as in the case of Russian 
and Chinese communism, or socialism through 
peaceful means, such as in India, it spells 
failure. Socialism is not only unworkable, it is 
cruel. 
It promises what it cannot produce and 
would not be able to produce were it to try for 
thousand yeara.

We now have the best economic system and 


structure man has ever devised. We can either 
improve on that system by allowing personal 
enterprise to expand and flourish, or we can 
destroy it through more and more government 
meddling. 
Government spokesmen constantly warn of in­ 
flation. 
The truth of the matter is that our 
government, influenced by the New Deal econo­ 
mists, is itself responsible to a great degree 
for inflation. 
In every single instance and in 
every single country, inflation is brought about 
largely through increased money supply. 
The 
Merriam-Webster dictionary defines inflation 
as a “disproportionate and relatively sharp 
and sudden increase in the quantity of money 
or credit or both, relative to goods available 
for purchase.” In other words the more money 
artificially placed in circulation, the further 
we get from the natural law of supply and de­ 
mand. 
In the 20-year period from December 1939 tc 
December 1959, our nation’s total money supply 
jumped from $64 billion to $251 billion. This 
represented an increase of 292 percent in the 
supply of money during those years. And this 
was the main reason that wholesale prices rose 
138 percent in the same period. We have allowed 
ourselves to fall into a cycle of continually chea­ 
pened money, combined with a continual rise in 
prices. 
One clear result has been the decline 
in the dollar’s buying power to less than half 
its 1939 value. 
When the supply of money is increased, as we 
have just shown, people have more money to 
offer for goods. When the supply of goods does 
not increase in proportion to the increase in 
the money supply, then the price of goods goes 
up. 
Each individual dollar 
thus begins 
to 
shrink in value. 
More and more dollars will 
be asked for everything, from a television set 
to a bushel of wheat. 
As prices rise, there are more and greater 
wage demands. 
Each time a round of these 
wage demands is met, the problem of inflation 
becomes more acute. 
Americans are finding 
out that, because wage demands have risen 
so high in so many categories, a 
growing 
portion of our labor force has placed itself 
beyond employer ability to pay. 
Neither federal programs nor cheap money 
policies can eliminate prolonged mass unem­ 
ployment. 
We will be faced with a high rate 
of unemployment as long as wage rates are too 
high to permit employers a workable margin 
of profit. 
We will be faced with growing in­ 
stability of currency as long as we ignore the 
need to stablilize it through sound policies. 
We must begin by ending the continuing cycle 
of deficit spending. We have been heading away 
from the free market system which has given 
our nation the greatest and most constructive 
growth rate in the world. 
We are heading into the direction of more 
and more controls because of wierd economics. 
It is imperative that our nation junk this dis­ 
credited crazy-quilt of economics. 
It 
is 
imperative that we begin working toward 
a 
sound balance of wages, costs and prices through 
a restoration of our free market system.

Once it was necessary for 
Marjorie Carpenter, his secre­ 
tary, to apply a cold towel to 
Dodd and get him to lie down 
on the office couch to sober up.

Night after night Dodd would 
spend drinking in his office until 
quite late. Supper would be sent 
from the senate restaurant, and 
frequently the senator would 
remain in his office until one or 
two in the morning.

O’Hare, who was closest

him, who remained with him 
calling his home to alibi that 
the senate was detained on sen­ 
ate business; and finally, when 
he had sobered up enough, taking 
him home.

Dodd loved his office, it was 
his castle.

Dodd's staff was dismayed. It 
was an important flictor in con­ 
tributing to their final con vie« 
tion that they were working for 
the wrong man.

Announcement of the proposal 
was made today by Ray W. Call, 
president of Missouri Utilities 
Co., 
and Charles Czeschin, 
president of Arkansas - Mis­ 
souri Power Co. 
Missouri Utilities is head­ 
quartered in cape Girardeau 
and Arkansas-Missouri has its 
headquarters in Blytheville. 
Call said the boards of di­ 
rectors of the two firms “ have 
'appointed subcommittees 
to 
study the feasibility of merging 
or consolidating the two com­ 
panies." 
He cautioned that it will prob­ 
ably take four to six months for 
the committees to come to any 
conclusion, should the merger 
be recommended, it would still 
require the approval of stock­ 
holders, the authorization of the 
Missouri Public Service Com­ 
mission, the Arkansas Public 
Service Commission, and the 
Federal Power Administration, 
Call noted. 
The 
Missouri Utilities sub­ 
committee to study the pro­ 
posed merger is composed of 
Mr. call, T. F. Waltz Jr., vice- 
president, A.D. Martin of Dal­ 
las, Tex., and Jack L. Oliver, 
general counsel. 
Consolidation of the two utili­ 
ties would make them the third 
largest in Missouri, officials 
said. The new utility would rank 
behind Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis and Kansas City Power 
and Light Co. 
Missouri Utilities and Arkan­ 
sas-Missouri have intercon­ 
nections and each buys power 
from the other. Missouri Utili­ 
ties buys from the Arkansas- 
based utility to serve its cus­ 
tomers in the Senath area, and 
the latter buys from Missouri 
Utilities at Poplar Bluff to serve 
its properties in the Piedmont 
area. 
Arkansas-Missouri Power Co. 
has extensive gas distribution 
properties in Missouri, as well 
as in Arkansas. Among the Mis­ 
souri properties are those at 
Kirksville, 
Butler and in the 
western part of the state. South­ 
east Missouri gas properties 
include Jackson, Charleston, 
Chaffee, and East Prairie. 
The Blytheville 
corporation 
operates its Missouri gas pro­ 
perties as the Associated Na­ 
tural Gas Corp., a wholly - 
—Arkansas - Missouri 
( 
Power Co. subsidiary. 
The electrical properties bf 
the Arkansas utility include, be­ 
sides Piedmont, several others 
in the Delta region of southeast 
Missouri, Ironton, Arcadia and 
the Lead Belt. New distribu­ 
tion facilities are being placed 
in areas of fresh mineral de­ 
velopment in Missouri. 
Missouri Utilities Co. oper­ 
ates power distribution lines in 
a number of southeast Missouri 
cities, and at Eldon in the cen­ 
tral part of the state. It owns 
the gas distribution system in 
Columbia, and 
a number of 
others in southeast Missouri. It 
has power, gas and water sys­ 
tems in Cape Girardeau. 
The present Missouri Utilities 
Co. was incorporated in 1923, 
taking over facilities of earlier 
utility concerns. Since 1941 it 
has operated as an independent 
company, divesting itself of all 
holding company connections.

“ I write to advise you that 
I do not consider the action of 
the 
board valid because the 
board was not properly con­ 
stituted nor was the executive 
session of the board a lawful 
board meeting. The delegation 
from Pemiscot County not hav­ 
ing been selected in accordance 
with the bylaws of the Southeast 
Missouri Area Economic Op­ 
portunity Association, Inc. they 
were not properly members of 
the Board of Directors; Their 
participation in the business of 
the Board as members of the 
Board destroyed any validity 
which the board's action might 
otherwise have had. Inasmuch 
as a proper new delegation to 
the Delta Area Board had not 
been duly elected by the Pemi­ 
scot County Corporation, the 
previously chosen representa­

CHEATING OURSELVES 
A question the American pub­ 
lic should ask itself is “ When 
is a limit not a limit?” The 
answer, of course, is when Con­ 
gress sets a so-called celling 
on the national debt. 
Our national lawmakers re­ 
cently raised the debt ceiling 
by $6 billion, to a total of $336 
billion. Yet only the very in­ 
nocent believe that spenders in 
Washington won't soon knock a 
hole in that celling. 
In setting 
debt limitations 
which turn out to be meaning­ 
less, the U.S. makes a laugh­ 
ing 
stock of 
itself among 
thoughtful students of monetary 
and fiscal matters. Once such 
student is Harry Schultz, author 
of the “ Schultz Letter” on in­ 
ternational finance. In a recent 
letter from London, Mr. Schultz 
reported that Prof. Albert Hahn, 
the Swiss economist, pointed out 
that a debt ceiling “ can't be 
raised and still be called a 
ceiling.” (And yet Congress 
has raised the “ debt ceiling” 
in this country time and time 
again since the end of the Sec­ 
ond World War. Actually, we 
have no ceiling - the sky is the 
limit.) 
The periodic upward revision 
of the debt celling is a mani­ 
festation 
of intellectual and 
moral weakness insofar as our 
nation's financial affairs are 
concerned. 
Executive Branch 
officials who propose raising 
the ceiling, and the Congress­ 
men who bow to their wishes, 
surely know in their hearts that 
such actions are irresponsible. 
The individual official or law­ 
maker doesn't fool himself into 
believing that he can dispense 
with debt limitations insofar as 
his personal finances are con­ 
cerned. He knows that there is 
a real and absolute limit on the 
debt which he can handle. Thus 
an individual knows, for exam­ 
ple, that he may be able to 
afford to buy a $25,000 home, 
but that a $100,000 house is com­ 
pletely out of range. 
We know what happens to an 
individual who borrows more 
than he can repay, or who lives 
on a scale that is beyond his 
means. He ends up in a terri­ 
ble financial tangle, his credit 
ruined and his family in sad 
shape. 
The individual Congressman 
knows this full well. Yet 
a 
majority of Congress regularly 
votes to raise the debt limit. 
What they are doing when they 
vote in this manner is reveal­ 
ing a willingness to handle their 
country's financial affairs in an 
irresponsible manner - a man­ 
ner in which they would not 
fondle their personal affairs. 
What is it that makes offi­ 
cials and lawmakers imagine 
that a nation is exempt from 
rules concerning debt which are 
applicable to individuals? What 
is our nation, after all, but the 
sum total of the individuals liv- 


in an effort to continue to live in 
a state of free spending luxury 
is no more rational than Jugg­ 
ling one's personal check book. 
You can't fool the world 
any 
more than you can fool the bank. 
Raising the national debt ceil­ 
ing is on a par with kiting a 
check. 
The truth, however, Is that in 
recent years — as a result of 
the 
various Deals, the New 
Frontier and the Great Society 
--w e have become a danger­ 
ously self-indulgent people. We 
want to have our cake and eat 
It too. Even though we may only 
be able to afford hamburger, 
we all too often are determined 
to order caviar on the cuff. As 
a nation, we have a good charge 
account. But sooner or later, the 
bills have to be paid. It is ri­ 
diculous to say we simply owe 
the money to ourselves. 
Foreign 
countries, such as 
France, see what is happening 
to our dollar as a result of wild 
spending policies, and they are 
withdrawing credits in gold. Un­ 
less the U. S. reforms, there 
will be a dreadful day of mone­ 
tary and fiscal reckoning.

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The Meaning of Money

Money does matter. It is 
important to the President 
ana the Congress as budgets 
are reviewed. It concerns the 
citizen who confronts taxes, 
demands and opportunities. 
Money matters to the world 
for we are divided into the 
haves and the have-nots, into 
the affluent and the strug­ 
gling, into the people who find 
it so easy to make money and 
others who seem unable to 
make any money. That’s as 
true in families and neighbor­ 
hoods as it is among nations. 
Since money is so import­ 
ant—and most of us deal with 
money almost as much as we 
deal 
with 
language—it 
is 
amazing to see how amateur­ 
ish we are about its use. The 
abuse of money is flagrant. 
Men throw it around, waste it 
or use it to enslave or to im- 
{ 
>ress, missing its true mean- 
ng. Money is worshiped and 
coveted to the place where it 
becomes the only criterion of 
values. 
This degradation affects our 
daily life. The abuse of in­ 
stallment buying becomes a 
major 
factor 
in 
domestic 
strife. In fact, financial ir­ 
responsibility is one of the 
most frequent causes of mari­ 
tal discord. 
The abuse of bankruptcy 
provisions indicates a flaw in 
our character. Since money 
is so important we ought to 
know more about it, under­ 
stand it properly and use it 
wisely. This is why a preacher 
can talk about money as well 
as the banker. For money is 
a sacramental factor of life. 
The Reformation erased the 
lines between the sacred and 
the secular and recent Vatican 
Council added a contempor­ 
ary emphasis. One could not 
keep God in the church and 
out of the wallet. It's as plain, 


as simple and as awesome as 
that. The broken body of 
Christ had something to do 
with the way we break bread 
and break a dollar. 
In a meaningful book of 
prayers, Father Marcel Quoist 
includes one entitled, “Prayer 
Before a Twenty Dollar BUI”. 
It concludes with the thought­ 
ful dedication: 
“0 Lord, I offer this hill 
with its joyous mysteries, 
its sorrowful mysteries. 
I thank you for all the life 
and joy it has given. 
1 ask your forgiveness for 
the harm it has done. 
But above all, Lord, I offer 
it to you as a symbol of 
all the labors of men, 
Indestructible 
m o n e y , 
which tomorrow will be 
changed into your eternal 
lifer 
When we are free to work, 
to be paid for our labors and 
to use our money, then we 
ought to know that we are not 
free to worship money with­ 
out paying the consequences. 
The serving of mammon is 
still an act of worship. 
If 
that’s the value we put on 
ourselves, we are selling out 
too cheaply, degrading the 
sacramental possibilities of 
money. Lent demands that we 
examine our attitude toward 
the whole of life. And that 
includes our money! 
Christ Is Risen! 


The tact of the Resurrection cannot be overcome by atheism 
or Infidelity. It is the foundation of Christian faith, the bul­ 
wark against the fearsome shadow of destruction which hangs 
over the world.

A MILITANT atheist was ad­ 
dressing a group of Russians 
one Easter evening, according 
to a story related by Dr. John 
Sutherland Bonne 11. He poured 
scorn 
and ridicule upon the 
Christian doctrine of the Resur­ 
rection, and when he concluded, 
he asked if there were any ques­ 
tions. 
A young priest at the back of 
the hall indicated that he would 
like to say a few words. He 
walked to the front, but neither 
asked questions nor offered any 
argument. He faced the audience 
and repeated the greeting which 
for centuries Russians have 
given to each other on Easter 
morning, “Christ is risen!" 
As one man the audience arose 
and answered with the familiar 
response, “He is risen indeed!*9 
This is the faith of Christianity, 
the faith that cannot be over­ 
come by atheism and infidelity, 
the faith that provides our only 
bulwark against the fearsome 
shadow of destruction which 
hangs over the world. This is the 
faith which upheld the early 
Church, which nerved them to 
heroic tasks, which give them 
courage to die for their convic­ 
tions in the sure and certain 
hope of the Resurrection. 
There was a time when this 
faith in the Resurrection was 
not the faith of all who called 
themselves 
Christian. 
The 
Apostle Paul found some among 
the converts in Corinth who 
could not completely accept the 
Christian belief in the fact of 
Jesus* 
resurrection. 
Their 
minds, 
nourished upon 
the 
teaching of the popular philos­ 
ophers of the time, saw death 
at the best as a long sleep, a 
rest from weary labor, a sur­ 
cease from care. They some­ 
times went as far as the Stoics 
and welcomed death as a friend. 
But they could not quite accept 
the Christian teaching that this 
seemingly final act was not the 
end. They could not understand 
Paul*s declaration, “The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death!" Death to them was not 
an enemy, but a friend; life was 
so full of trouble that ending it 
would be a boon. 
Thus the apostle devoted much 
time to his explanation of the 
Resurrection and its place in 
Christian theology. 
It is, he 
said, the foundation of our faith. 
“If Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain. Yea, and we 
are found false witnesses of 
God; because we have testified 
of God that he raised up Christ: 
whom he raised not up, if so be 
that the dead rise not. For if 
the dead rise not. then is not 
Christ raised: and if Christ be 
not raised, then your faith is 
vain; ye are yet in your sins." 
Look at the picture which Paul 
paints: a world without a risen 
Christ, a world which ends “not 
with a bang, but with a whim­ 
per." Try to picture such a 
world today, with the menace 
of atomic destruction hanging 
over it, awaiting only the push­ 
ing of a button by some mad 
megalomaniac. “If in this life 
only we have hope in Christ, 


we are of all men most miser­ 
able." 
If Christ did not rise from the 
dead, then our preaching is vain; 
it is all a lie. For Christianity 
is based upon the proposition 
that life is worthwhile, that 
death is but an interruption, that 
God watches over His world and 
His children, that He leads them 
on to higher ground and greater 
achievements that cannot be 
reached except by a resurrec­ 
tion. 
Mankind is on the march and 
always has been. But what is his 
goal? Is it nothing more than 
to live out each petty day, to 
strive, to gain, to lose and then 
to lie down in darkness? 
Mankind 
is on the m arch 
through all our yesterdays and 
into all our tomorrows. But 
must that march lead only to the 
darkness of a tomb? 
Over and over we say, “I be­ 
lieve in the resurrection of the 
body, in the life everlasting." 
Do we really believe It? Such 
a faith will have certain definite 
effects upon our lives. It will 
bring to us a heightened aware­ 
ness of the beauty of the pres­ 
ent world, which is not simply 
a dark and lonely plain filled 
with the sound of battle and the 
cries of dying men. It will give 
meaning to life and bring com­ 
fort in the hour of death. With 
such a faith we will not say with 
Macbeth: 
Tomorrow, and tomorrow, and 
tomorrow, 
Creeps in this petty pace from 
day to day, 
To the last syllable of recorded 
time; 
And all our yesterdays have 
lighted fools 
The way to dusty death. Out, 
out, brief candle! 
Rather, we shall say with Paul, 
“The things which are seen are 
temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal," for 
“we walk by faith, not by sight," 
and “to live is Christ, and to die 
is gain." 
This is our faith! By that faith 
we live, and in that faith we die. 
If there is no Resurrection, 
said Paul, as recorded in a 
modern translation, 
“we are 
even fotmd to be misrepresent­ 
ing God." Ponder those words, 
for they were not lightly ut­ 
tered. If there is no afterlife; 
if Jesus, the Son of God, was 
left to lie in a borrowed tomb, 
then there is no meaning to the 
picture of a loving Father. In­ 
deed, if there is no Resurrec­ 
tion there is no divinity in 
Christ, for by His death He has 
proved His mortality. If Jesus 
died, as men had died before 
Him; if death was the last act 
of His career, then He was but 
a man. And, as a man, He was 
powerless to save. 
But we have preached Christ 
risen from the dead, said pauL 
and we stake our whole gospel 
upon that stupendous fact. 
Today we must admit that Paul 
was right. Take away the resur­ 
rection story and we have left 
only the confused account of a 
Man who claimed to be the Son 
of God, who taught men to be­ 
lieve in a God of love and pow­ 
er, but whose teachings could 


not stand the test of experience. 
“I am the way," He sai<^ but 
the way led only to a tomb. 
“I am the good shepherd," He 
told 
them, but the Shepherd 
could not save Himself, and now 
the sheep are scattered upon the 
hills. 
If there is no Resurrection, 
then we are still in our sins; 
nothing v happened on Calvary 
which had not happened a thou­ 
sand times before; all is a myth 
told by earnest but mistaken 
souls who would not give up their 
dream and who sought to bol­ 
ster their own hopes by a story 
of a miracle. 
Do you see the terrible clarity 
of Paul's reasoning? Here Is no 
hedging against the possibility 
of a mistake. He would not say, 
“I might be mistaken; perhaps 
He did not rise from the dead; 
but if not, still we hold to the 
hope that the thing which we 
wish for shall somehow come to 
pass. Surely there is some value 
in a pleasant story of a kindly 
Teacher; surely we will be led 
to the good life through follow­ 
ing His example." 
No, Paul would not say this. 
He preferred to state the case 
in the most positive terms and 
then to take the consequences. 
He said in effect, “If this is not 
true, then our faith is false, 
our preaching vain, our idea of 
God mistaken, our hope of sal­ 
vation nothing more than illu­ 
sion. If He did not rise from the 
dead, then we are yet in our 
sins. Nothing happened to me on 
the Damascus Road; no vision 
came upon me in the desert; no 
scales fell from my eyes. If 
Christ was not brought back to 
life from the dead, then all is 
lost." 
One 
commentator calls at­ 
tention to the effect this argu­ 
ment must have had upon Paul's 
readers. 
Perhaps they never 
had thought the matter through. 
Surely they had not realized 
where their denial of the Resur­ 
rection was leading them. Could 
they have imagined what this 
questioning 
of the risen life 
would lead to? If Jesus did not 
rise, then “sin remains trium­ 
phant; forgiveness is another 
myth that has no foundation in 
reality. If the Cross really was 
the end of Him, then sin has 
had the final word, and all hope 
of Heaven is to be forgotten." 
And what is more, then they 
which are “fallen asleep" are 
perished. Sing no more of a 
future life; talk no more of Hea­ 
ven. Inscribe upon the tomb the 
pagan epitaph, “We are no more 
than a moving row of shadow- 
shapes that come and go.” 
But we cannot be content with 
such a hopeless cry; we cannot 
look upon the quiet cemetery and 
wish to see upon its gate the 
inscription of an atheist revolu­ 
tionary 
who ordered carved 
upon the entrance to each such 
resting place the cold and hope­ 
less words, “Death is an eter­ 
nal sleep." 
No, the Christian faith is in a 
risen Christ — a Christ who 
died for our sins, but who rose 
from the dead for our sins, but 
who rose from the dead for our 
redemption. By His death alone 
He could not save us; only by 
conquering death could He give 
to us the hope that holds us 
steady. “If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of 
all men most miserable," said 
Paul. What did he mean? Sim­ 
ply that a belief in Jesus Christ 
as a good Man is not enough. 
Hold Him up as the supreme 
Guide, but remember that this 
way leads only to frustration 
and failure. Try as we will, 
we cannot follow Him perfectly; 
our feeble souls cannot attain 
unto His measure; our faltering 
feet cannot march with Him UP 
Calvary; our fainting hearts 
cannot endure the Cross. He was 
a man, and the Resurrection is 
the measure of His stature as 
the Son of God. 
I remember as a young minis­ 
ter trying to picture Christ as 
He walked the roads in Galilee, 
a village Prophet with a charm 
of manner and a love of men. 
I showed Him as the victim of a 
soulless 
system, a 
system 
which confronted Him with the 
great alternative; come down 
from the Cross or die. 
I 
showed how He could not come 
down from His high ideals and 
as a consequence must die. 
And there I left Him, hanging 
on the Cross. 
And there we sometimes leave 
Him in our minds. There amid 
the horror of Good Friday, with 
the tragic words upon His lips. 
“It is finished," He cries, and 
our hearts are torn with sorrow 
as He bows His head and dies. 
But what was finished? Was it 
His life, so short and full of 
labor? Was it His message of 
love and service? Was it His 
dream of a kingdom of God on 
earth? 
If this were the meaning of His 
cry, then all our hopes 
are 
finished, too. If we must leave 
Him there upon the Cross or 
shut the door of Joseph's garden 
tomb forever, then is our hope 
vain, our preaching vain; and we 
are yet in our sins. We are not 
saved by a dead Christ on a 
tree; we are saved by a risen 
Christ who has ascended into 
Heaven, where He now sits at 
the right hand of the Father. 
Here is the message of sal­ 
vation, a message which is not 
finished until faster morning.

Stay young by keeping your 
mind alive and alert. Scientists 
have found that the ability to 
think does not decline 
with 
advancing age; the only dif­ 
ference may be a Slight de­ 
crease in the speed of think­ 
ing. 
Stay young by forcing your 
mind out of old ruts. Remem­ 
ber that beaten paths are for 
beatm men. See new p la c e s, 
read new books, try new hob­ 
bies. 
Increase the depth of 
your life. 
Stay young by remaining flexi­ 
ble, adaptable and open-minded, 
Do not 
permit your mental 
arteries to harden. 
Stay young by taking inspira­ 
tion from the young in spirit 
who remained creatively ac­ 
tive all their lives: Goethe com­ 
pleting Faust at 80; Titian paint­ 
ing masterpieces at 98; Handel 
conducting Elijah at 75; Jus­ 
tice Holmes writing Supreme 
Court decisions at 90; Edison 
busy in his laboratory at 84;

Stay young by tackling new 
projects. The man who planted 
a tree at 90 was a man of 
vision. Start ideas and plans 
rolling that will go on long after 
you are gone.

Stay young by keeping your 
heart young. “If it can 
be 
done,** wrote the poet, Carl 
Sandburg, “it is not a bad prac­ 
tice for a man of many years 
to die with a boy heart.”

A 
century later it was all right 
for men to attend 
women in 
childbirth, 
provided that the 
room was kept dark!

The President said he was 
amazed that the newsmen gave 
so much attention to Ky*s state­ 
ment Monday that “ even to per­ 
mit the front to pose as repre­ 
sentatives of any segment of the 
South Vietnamese people would 
betray the sacrifices made by 
thousands 
of 
Vietnamese, 
Americans and our other al­ 
lies.“ 
The President said he has al­ 
ways felt that the NLF would 
have no difficulty making its 
views heard a t any negotiations. 
And he said nothing that ap- 
pened in Guam caused him to 
change his mind. 
Ky himself toned down his 
rem arks at a news conference 
before his departure, saying he 
is ready to talk peace with Ha­ 
noi and “ if they have the inten­ 
tion to have members of this so- 
called front of liberation with 
them, we have no objection.“ 
Conceding that his statement 
at the opening session of the 
conference had kicked up some 
dust, Ky remarked with a grin: 
“ The next time I have to find a 
better English w riter — too 


much confusion.“ 
In a rem ark that was widely 
interpreted as a reference to 
Sen. Robert F . Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., Ky told his news confer­ 
ence: 
“ I am against those whose 
course is of their own interests 
— their own political future or 
near future — who speak only 
for themselves and try to blame 
us in this country.“ 
He said his government is not 
composed of profiteering mili­ 
tarists who want to keep the 
war going for their own ends. 
Instead, he said, they are fight­ 
ers for freedom. 
Johnson also made a state­ 
ment that could easily be ap­ 
plied to Kennedy, who said ear­ 
ly last month that the succeed­ 
ing few weeks might be crucial 
to peace prospects. 
Asked about “ peace flurries“ 
at the United Nations, the presi­ 
dent said: “ I am not really 
aware of these flurries, except 
some people do have flurries 
from time to tim e.“ 
He added that he believes in­ 
dividuals “ do a disservice to the 
people if they predict something 
is just around the corner unless 
they have a factual basis for 
it.“ 
Johnson said from all signs 
available to him Hanoi still ada­ 
mantly opposes negotiations.

can support, arguing that unity 
in the United States would bring 
Hanoi to the peace table. 
Newsmen asked Johnson if he 
thought home-front dissent over 
Vietnam was the prime obstacle 
to peace. He replied that disa­ 
greements are ever present and 
an integral part of the Ameri­ 
can system. 
“ We want to preserve that 
right,“ he said. “ We get many 
strengths from it.“ 
He conceded, however, that it 
“ is irritating and damaging at 
times to have any deep divi­ 
sions.”

Holding a surprise news con­ 
ference before he took off for 
Honolulu and Washington, John­ 
son said: "We took no decisions 
of a military nature." 
South 
Vietnam's 
Prem ier 
Nguyen Cao Ky and chief of 
state Nguyen Van Thieu flew 
back to Saigon, and as soon as 
they arrived Thieu announced 
that before the Guam confer­ 
ence his government had asked 
North Vietnam to join it in a 
peace meeting. But he said no 
answer had been received from 
Hanoi. 
"If Hanoi is ready to discuss 
peace with us, we are ready to 
meet with them ," Thieu told a 
news conference at the Saigon 
airport. 
White House P ress Secretary 
George Christian said he had no 
comment to make on Thieu's 
disclosure. 
Johnson spoke to newsmen in 
a hilltop Navy officers club 
where, just seven hours earlier, 
Prem ier Ky had made an emo­ 
tional appeal for united Ameri­ 
can support that concluded:

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court is showing a re­ 
newed tendency to intervene in 
criminal law cases, but where 
this year's decisions will take 
the Justices — and the law — is 
still very much indoubt. 
Monday the pendulum swung 
a bit toward the side of police­ 
men, who have complained bit­ 
terly in the last few years that 
the court was handcuffing them. 
Police officers "need not in­ 
variably be required to disclose 
an informant's identity" so long 
as the trial judge is convinced 
the tipster is reliable, the court 
decided. 


"Old reliable, the inform er," 
was the derisive description 
pinned by dissenting Justice 
William O. Douglas on the tip­ 
ster who has been a useful tod 
to police for centuries. 
But Douglas was in the minor­ 
ity. By a 5-4 decision, written 
for the court by Justice Potter 
Stewart, police were given a 
freer hand to make arrests 
without obtaining search war­ 
rants. 


Certainly police were cheered 
and it was a gloomy day for civ­ 
il libertarians. However, the 
cheering and fingernail biting 
may be prem ature. 
Just last week, the court 
agreed to review the power of 
police to stop people on the 
street they think look suspi­ 
cious, and frisk them for weap­ 
ons or other evidence of crim e. 
This means at least four of 
the nine justices thought a con­ 
stitutional evaluation was in 
order. If five decide "stop and 
frisk” can't be squared with the 
Constitution, the pendulum will 
swing back. 
Awaiting decision are several 


other significant cases in the 
Held of criminal law, at least 
three ranking in importance 
with Monday's informer case. 
These concern putting suspects 
in lineups without the assistance 
of 
counsel, 
court-authorized 
electronic eavesdropping, and 
juvenile court procedures. 
In the criminal cases already 
decided this term the pendulum 
has swung in both directions. 
On Feb. 13, the court served 
stern notice on prosecutors that 
convictions obtained "by the 
knowing use of false evidence" 
could not stand. 
A week later, it shored up fed­ 
eral constitutional rights of de­ 
fendants in 
state 
criminal 
trials. When these rights 
are 
violated, a 7-1 decision 
said, 
the burden will be on the states 
to prove "beyond a reasonable 
doubt" that the infringement 
"did not contribute to 
the 
verdict." 
Then, on March 13, all nine 
justices agreed that a defendant 
in a state criminal case is enti­ 
tled to a speedy trial — a right 
that defendants in federal pros­ 
ecutions always have had. 
However, on Feb. 20 the court 
upheld the right of California 
authorities to search an automo­ 
bile for narcotics without get­ 
ting a search w arrant. 
In January the court ruled 
that state prosecutors may tell 
juries about a defendant's prior 
offenses before the juries pass 
on guilt or innocence. The prac­ 
tice applies in states where ha­ 
bitual offenders draw stiffer 
sentences. 
On other occasions the court 
has simply sidestepped crim i­ 
nal law issues. Where the jus­ 
tices are heading may not be 
fully known until June.

they say in Texas). 
As winters go, the one which 
Just reluctantly went was nota­ 
bly capricious. 
On Jan. 26-27, Chicago was 
blanketed with enough snow to 
last it for years — 26 inches, 
with 15-foot drifts. Spring found 
the stuff still piled shoulder high 
in parts of the city. 
In Oregon, there was barely a 
trace of snow. Home owners 
mowed their lawns in mid-Feb­ 
ruary as grass and other grow­ 
ing things made an early start 


in persistently mild weather. 
A February blizzard brought 
New York surface transporta­ 
tion to a standstill. Swirling 
snow and bitter cold struck 
again on March 17, and many 
St. 
Patrick's Day m archers 
showed up in green ear muffs. 
California had 
its 
second 
warmest February in Weather 
Bureau history, with a record 
high of 85 degrees in Los Ange­ 
les on Feb. 11. A reading of 88 
on March 1 set another record. 
In Tennessee, there was seven 
inches of snow on Nov. 2, the 
earliest fall ever known. 
Cities along the Wisconsin- 
upper Michigan border were 
burdened with a winter total of 
246 inches, 21 inches over the 
old m ark. 
In Colorado it was dry and 
mild and Denver residents had 
to water parched lawns and ev­ 
ergreens. 
South Dakota, noted for its 
blizzards, had only two little 
snowstorms. 
The 
first two 
weeks of March brought only .7 
of an inch of snow against a 
norm of six Inches, 
I 
Ohio had one of its snowiest* 


ever winters, with 42.3 inches in 
Columbus, the most since 1950- 
51. On Nov. 2-3 a blizzard 
dumped up to 15 Inches in he 
western part of the state, the 
most ever to M l so early in the 
month. 
In M issouri, snowfall aver­ 
aged three to six inches below 
norm al. At the University of 
Missouri the tem perature lilt 80 
early in March, and students 
walked about barefooted. 
New 
Jersey and Maryland 
had snow to spare. 
A Feb. 7 blizzard dumped 5 to 
18 Inches on New Jersey and the 
winter total was 43.6 Inches 
compared with a normal 28.5. 
December brought Maryland 
a record 19.3 inches,2.2 Inches 
more than the previous high of 
December 1904.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court is showing a re­ 
newed tendency to intervene in 
criminal law cases, but where 
this year's decisions will take 
the Justices — and the law — Is 
still very much indoubt. 
Monday the pendulum swung 
a bit toward the side of police­ 
men, who have complained bit­ 
terly In the last few years that 
the court was handcuffing them. 
Police officers "need not In­ 
variably be required to disclose 
an informant's identity” so long 
as the trial Judge Is convinced 
the tipster is reliable, the court 
decided. 


"Old reliable, the Informer,” 
was the derisive description 
pinned by dissenting Justice 
William O. Douglas on the tip­ 
ster who has been a useful tool 
to police for centuries. 
But Douglas was in the minor­ 
ity. By a 5-4 decision, written 
for the court by Justice Potter 
Stewart, police were given a 
freer hand to make arrests 
without obtaining search war­ 
rants. 


Certainly police were cheered 
and It was a gloomy day for civ­ 
il libertarians. However, the 
cheering and fingernail biting 
may be prem ature. 
Just 
last week, the court 
agreed to review the power of 
police to stop people on the 
street they think look suspi­ 
cious, and frisk them for weap­ 
ons or other evidence of crim e. 
This means at least four of 
the nine justices thought a con­ 
stitutional evaluation was in 
order. If five decide "stop and 
frisk” can't be squared with the 
Constitution, the pendulum will 
swing back. 
Awaiting decision are several 


other significant cases In the 
field of criminal law, at least 
three ranking In importance 
with Monday's Informer case. 
These concern putting suspects 
in lineups without the assistance 
of 
counsel, court-authorized 
electronic eavesdropping, and 
juvenile court procedures. 
in the criminal cases already 
decided this term the pendulum 
has swung in both directions. 
On Feb. 13, the court served 
stern notice on prosecutors that 
convictions obtained "by the 
knowing use of false evidence” 
could not stand. 
A week later, it shored up fed­ 
eral constitutional rights of de­ 
fendants in 
state 
criminal 
tria ls. When these rights 
are 
violated, a 7-1 decision 
said, 
the burden will be on the states 
to prove "beyond a reasonable 
doubt” that the infringement 
"did not contribute to 
the 
verdict.” 
Then, on March 13, all nine 
justices agreed that a defendant 
In a state criminal case Is enti­ 
tled to a speedy trial — a right 
that defendants In federal pros­ 
ecutions always have had. 
However, on Feb. 20 the court 
upheld the right of California 
authorities to search an automo­ 
bile for narcotics without get­ 
ting a search w arrant. 
In January the court ruled 
that state prosecutors may tell 
Juries about a defendant's prior 
offenses before the juries pass 
on guilt or innocence. The prac­ 
tice applies in states where ha­ 
bitual offenders draw stiffer 
sentences. 
On other occasions the court 
has simply sidestepped crim i­ 
nal law issues. Where the jus­ 
tices are heading may not be 
fully known until June.

or 
thereabouts.” He

once in trying to report the fig­ 
ures. 
The bills now go to the Senate 
where Sen. J. F. Patterson, D- 
Caruthers Ville, Senate Appro­ 
priations chairman, has said 
his committee will start Its own 
hearings next week while 
the 
rest of the Senate has an East­ 
er recess. 
Monday the House advanced, 
74-72, a teacher's tenure bill.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
WHY KEYNES IS TWIRLING IN HIS GRAVE 
In the 
depression year 
of 
1936, English 
economist John Maynard Keynes published a book 
called General Theory of Employment, Interest 
and Money. 
The year 1936 was the fourth year 
of the New Deal and the seventh year of the De­ 
pression. Government was desperate to chart a 
course to recovery. 
It was in this atm osphere that the credo of 
John Maynard Keynes arrived on the scene, and 
it was enthusiastically received by the economic 
braintrust of the New Deal. 
Keynes believed that when a national econom> 
was in trouble, government should: (1) prim e the 
economic pump by spending beyond its income 
and; (2) restore government credit after 
the 
economy recovered, by reducing the public debt. 
The New Deal took P art One as the basis of its 
“ recovery program ” 
and studiously ignored 
P art Two. 
As a result, big government and 
big government spending have been the rule for 
amost 32 years, and U.S. “ prosperty” is now 
based on a dollar worth less than 50<?. 
As columnist Jenkin Lloyd Jones phrased it, 
the wild spending and its cause, the buying of 
votes, must have Keynes “ twirling in 
his 
grave.” 
One of the most interesting stories regarding 
Keynesian-economics-gone-mad came 
about 
during the early days of West Germ any’s in­ 
dependence. 
West Germany was free to de­ 
velop her own economy as part of the anti­ 
communist W estern community. The U.S. gov­ 
ernm ent sent a group of economic advisors to 
help Ludwig Erhard, now' West German Chan- 
u cellor. 
The American econom ists, brought up in New 
Deal economics, noted that West Germany had 
a long way to go in its struggle to recover from 
the ravages of the Second World War. 
W alter Heller, to resign his post next month as 
Chairm an of the Council of' Economic Advisers 
to the President, advised Erhard in those 1951 


’ conferences to engage in deficit spending, to 
enlarge government economic 
activity and to 
decrease the “ private” (free enterprise) sector. 
' Erhard, a veteran of the F irst World War, well 
rem em bered post World War I Germany when a 
wheelbarrow full of money was required to pur­ 
chase a loaf of bread. 
Mr. Erhard thanked the economists for their 
" Interest and helb'. y 
toTTtl^m ttHTWfeflt Gflfc 
T*“many would struggle VaclTTo economic b e a u t 
by maintaining sound money policies. Germany 
stuck to its sound money policies and the nation 
recovered at a fantastic rate. Today the Mark 
is one of the soundest currencies in the world. 
The nation is not only free of the unemploy­ 
ment problems which plague our own nation, 
it must import w orkers from other European 
nations in order to fill all the available jobs. 
Germany had learned about inflation. But the 
New Deal econumists thought the German lesson 
had no m oral. They, who took part of the Key­ 
nesian theory, ignored the econom ist’s all-im ­ 
portant words: 
“ By a continuous process of Inflation, govern­ 
ments can confiscate, secretly and unobserved, 
an important part of the wealth of their citi­ 
zens...There is no su rer, no subtler means of 
overturning the existing basis of society than 
to debauch the currency.” He wasn’t suggesting; 
he was warning. 
We are still under the direct influence 
of 
economists 
who 
attem pt to solve all our 
economic problems by cheapening the value of 
our dollar. 
The so-called liberal economists 
are playing the same tune they fiddled 30 years 
ago when America was in a desperate and con­ 
fused position. 
These 
Nero 
e c o n o m i s t s 
are still fiddling the same tune w'hile the dollar 
burns. 
They call it “ prosperity” ; others call 
it debauchery of the currency. 
Inflation is one of the m ost unwelcome results 
of government interference in the 
economy. 
Tampering controls have grown to such an ex­ 
tent that today fully a third of the gross national 
product is due to government spending. 
To bring government m ore and m ore into busi­ 
ness stifles free m arket competition, the life­ 
blood of our personal enterprise system . Under 
a creeping government monopoly, competition 
suffers. This has been clearly shown in Russia 
and in every other nation which has mistakenly 
shackled 
itself with a planned, 
socialistic 
economy. 
One of the bitterest ironies of socialism is that 
the poorest citizens of a nation are the hardest 
hit. They are the least able to deal with the day- 
to-day problems of inflation and rising costs. 
Their already thin poeketbooks are taxed to the 
point of desperation. 
To exist, they must do 
without some essentials in order to obtain 
others. 
Yet, it is socialism which tries to appeal to the 
less wealthy; it is socialism which has prom ised 
a Utopia for “ the m asses” ; it is socialism which 
has promised to end all poverty and hunger if 
only its theories are adopted. 
Socialism is wrong. 
Whether it is socialism 
by force of bayonet, as in the case of Russian 
and Chinese communism, or socialism through 
peaceful means, such as in India, it spells 
failure. Socialism is not only unworkable, it is 
cruel. 
It prom ises what it cannot produce and 
would not be able to produce were it to try for 


,* thousand years.

structure man has ever devised. We can either 
improve on that system by allowing personal 
enterprise to expand and flourish, or we can 
destroy it through more and more government 
meddling. 
Government spokesmen constantly warn of in­ 
flation. 
The truth of the m atter is that our 
government, influenced by the New Deal econo­ 
m ists, is itself responsible to a great degree 
for inflation. 
In every single instance and in 
every single country, inflation is brought about 
largely through increased money supply. 
The 
M erriam -W ebster dictionary defines inflation 
as a “ disproportionate and relatively sharp 
and sudden increase in the quantity of money 
or credit or both, relative to goods available 
for purchase.” In other words the m ore money 
artificially placed in circulation, the further 
we get from the natural law of supply and de­ 
mand. 
In the 2n-year period from December 1939 tc 
December 1959, our nation’s total money supply 
jumped from $64 billion to $251 billion. This 
represented an increase of 292 percent in the 
supply of money during those years. And this 
was the main reason that wholesale prices rose 
138 percent in the same period. We have allowed 
ourselves to fall into a cycle of continually chea­ 
pened money, combined with a continual rise in 
prices. 
One clear result has been the decline 
in the dollar’s buying power to less than half 
its 1939 value. 
When the supply of money is increased, as we 
have just shown, people have m ore money to 
offer for goods. When the supply of goods does 
not increase in proportion to the increase in 
the money supply, then the price of goods goes 
up. 
Each individual dollar 
thus begins 
to 
shrink in value. 
More and more dollars will 
be asked for everything, from a television set 
to a bushel of wheat. 
As prices rise , there are more and greater 
wage demands. 
Each time a round of these 
wage demands is met, the problem of inflation 
becomes m ore acute. 
Americans are finding 
out that, because wage demands have risen 
so high in so many categories, a 
growing 
portion of our labor force has placed itself 
beyond employer ability to pay. 
Neither federal program s nor cheap money 
policies can elim inate prolonged m ass unem­ 
ployment. 
We will be faced with a high rate 
of unemployment as long as wage rates are too 
high to perm it em ployers a workable m argin 
of profit. 
We will be faced with growing in­ 
stability of currency as long as we ignore the 
need to stablilize it through sound policies. 
We must begin by ending the continuing cycle 
of deficit spending. We have been heading away 
from the free m arket system which has given 
our nation the greatest and most constructive 
growth rate in the world. 
We are heading into the direction of m ore 
and more controls because of wierd economics. 
It is im perative that our nation junk this dis­ 
credited crazy-quilt of economics. 
It 
is 
im perative that we begin working toward 
a 
sound balance of wages, costs and prices through 
a restoration of our free m arket system .

Agri­ 
culture, as a 
m atter of high 
government policy, is engaged 
in 
an attempt 
to build for­ 
eign markets 
for 
American 
agriculture.

partment has taken a position

That happened very recently 
when the Department of Com­ 
merce imposed

Commerce,

This has been challenged by the 
American Meat Institute, which 
points out that about 
three- 
fourths of the 625 million pairs 
of shoes 
manufactured in this 
country last year had soles of 
m aterials 
other than leather 
and 
that 20 per cent had 
uppers made of leather sub­ 
stitutes. 
Secondly,

WHY KEYN ES IS TWIRLING IN HIS GRAVE 
In tile 
depression year 
of 
1936, English 
economist John Maynard Keynes published a book 
called General Theory of Employment, Interest 
and Money. 
The year 1936 was the fourth year 
of the New Deal and the seventh year of the De­ 
pression. Government was desperate to charta 
course to recovery. 
It was in this atmosphere that the credo of 
John Maynard Keynes arrived on the scene, and 
it was enthusiastically received by the economic 
braintrust of the New Deal. 
Keynes believed that when a national economy 
was in trouble, government should: (I) prime the 
economic pump by spending beyond its income 
and; (2) restore government credit after 
the 
economy recovered, by reducing the public debt. 
The New Deal took Part One as the basis of its 
“ recovery program0 
and studiously ignored 
Part Two. 
As a result, big government and 
big government spending have been the rule for 
a mo st 32 years, and U.S. “ prosperty” is now 
based on a dollar worth less than 50?. 
As columnist Jenkin Lloyd Jones phrased it, 
the wild spending and its cause, the buying of 
votes, must have Keynes “ twirling in 
his 
grave.’* 
One of the most interesting stories regarding 
Keynesian-economics-gone-mad came 
about 
during the early days of West Germany’s in­ 
dependence. 
West Germany was free to de­ 
velop her own economy as part of the anti­ 
communist Western community. The U.S. gov­ 
ernment sent a group of economic advisors to 
help Ludwig Erhard, now' West German Chan­ 
cellor. 
The American economists, brought up in New 
Deal economics, noted that West Germany had 
a long way to go in its struggle to recover from 
the ravages of the Second World War. 
Walter Heller, to resign his post next month as 
Chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers 
to the President, advised Erhard in those 1951 
conferences to engage in deficit spending, to 
enlarge government economic 
activity and to 
decrease the “ private** (free enterprise) sector. 
Erhard, a veteran of the First World War, well 
remembered post World War I Germany when a 
wheelbarrow full of money was required to pur­ 
chase a loaf of bread. 
Mr. Erhard thanked the economists for their 
""‘Interest and help, but told'the in that West GeT- 
^'many would st r uggle ta e k ¥ 
lecono rn ic beaut 
by maintaining sound money policies. Germany 
stuck to its sound money policies and the nation 
recovered at a fantastic rate. Today the Mark 
is one of the soundest currencies in the world. 
The nation is not only free of the unemploy­ 
ment problems which plague our own nation, 
it must import workers from other European 
nations in order to fill all the available jobs. 
Germany had learned about inflation. But the 
New Deal economists thought the German lesson 
had nu moral. They, who took part of the Key­ 
nesian theory, ignored the economist’s all-im ­ 
portant words: 
“ By a continuous process of inflation, govern­ 
ments can confiscate, secretly u.ad unobserved, 
an important part of the wealth of their citi­ 
zens...There is no surer, no subtler means of 
overturning the existing basis of society than 
to debauch the currency.’* He wasn’t suggesting; 
he was warning. 
We are still under the direct influence 
of 
economists 
who 
attempt to solve all our 
economic problems by cheapening the value of 
our dollar. 
The so-called liberal economists 
are playing the same tune they fiddled 30 years 
ago when America was in a desperate and con­ 
fused position.

Nero

We can either 
improve on that system by allowing personal 
enterprise to expand and flourish, or we can 
destroy it through more and more government 
meddling. 
Government spokesmen constantly warn of in­ 
flation. 
The truth of the m atter is that our 
government, influenced by the New Deal econo­ 
m ists, is itself responsible to a great degree 
for inflation. 
In every single instance and in 
every single country, inflation is brought about 
largely through increased money supply. 
The 
Merriam-W ebster dictionary defines inflation 
as a “ disproportionate and relatively sharp 
and sudden increase in the quantity of money 
or credit or both, relative to goods available 
for purchase.” In other words the more money 
artificially placed in circulation, the further 
we get from the natural law of supply and de­ 
mand. 
In the 20-year period from December 1939 tc 
December 1959, our nation’s total money supply 
jumped from $64 billion to $251 billion. This 
represented an increase of 292 percent in the 
supply of money during those years. And this 
was the main reason that wholesale prices rose 
138 percent in the same period. We have allowed 
ourselves to fall into a cycle of continually chea­ 
pened money, combined with a continual rise in 
prices. 
One clear result has been the decline 
in the dollar’s buying power to less than half 
its 1939 value. 
When the supply of money is increased, as we 
have just shown, people have more money to 
offer for goods. When the supply of goods does 
not increase in proportion to the increase in 
the money supply, then the price of goods goes 
up. 
Each individual dollar 
thus begins 
to 
shrink in value. 
More and more dollars will 
be asked for everything, from a television set 
to a bushel of wheat. 
As prices rise, there are more and greater 
wage demands. 
Each time a round of these 
wage demands is met, the problem of inflation 
becomes more acute. 
Americans are finding 
out that, because wage demands have risen 
so high in so many categories, a 
growing 
portion of our labor force has placed itself 
beyond employer ability to pay. 
Neither federal programs nor cheap money 
policies can eliminate prolonged mass unem­ 
ployment. 
We will be faced with a high rate 
of unemployment as long as wage rates are too 
high to permit employers a workable margin 
of profit. 
We will be faced with growing in­ 
stability of currency as long as we ignore the 
need to stabilize it through sound policies. 
We must begin by ending the continuing cycle 
of deficit spending. We have been heading away 
from the free market system which has given 
our nation the greatest and most constructive 
growth rate in the world. 
We are heading into the direction of more 
and more controls because of wierd economics.

week and on E aster Sunday. I 
urge m otorists to be especially 
careful when driving near 
a 
church. 
“ Pedestrians must also take 
added precautions during this 
period. 
For example, they 
should carry or wear something 
white lf walking to nighttime 
church services,” he added. 
Patrol records show that dur­ 
ing the eight day Holy Week 
period last year, there was only 
one day when a traffic fatality 
was not reported in Missouri.

Dodd's signature which showed 
upon on 39 checks was that he 
signed them under the Influence 
of liquor. His staff say that in 
such cases the senator leaned 
heavily on his desk and on his 
pen. 
Tills is information we have 
had for two years 
but have 
been reluctant to publish. Be- 
cause of the 
unfair charges 
against Michael (/H are, Dodd’s 
bookkeeper, however, we have 
decided to offer the obvious 
explanation. 
Tilere lias been no charge by 
Dodd's handwriting expert that

rem arked Dirksen 
caustically as Dodd finally took 
his seat. 
I: was incidents like this that 
Dodd's staff loyally 
and faith­ 
fully tried to avoid. Time after 
time when he drank too much 
and became cantankerous,they 
kept him off the senate floor for 
fear he would tangle with other 
senators. 
Once 
it was necessary for 
M arjorie Carpenter, his secre­ 
tary, to apply a cold towel to 
Dodd and get him to lie down 
on the office couch to sober up.

Fol- 
ley said he wUl weigh between 
200 and 205. 
Folley, a mUd, stolid, modest 
man, almost has to be prodded 
to comment on the fight. He 
now says, "I wUl beat him by 
decision or knockout. I wUl be 
the next champion Wednesday 
night." 
He says it as if making a 
memorized speech.

Call said the boards of di­ 
rectors of the two firm s “ have 
appointed 
subcommittees 
to 
study the feasibility of merging 
o r consolidating the two com­ 
panies.” 
He cautioned that it will prob­ 
ably take four to six months for 
the committees to come to any 
conclusion. Should the m erger 
be recommended, it would still 
require the approval of stock­ 
holders, the authorization of the 
M issouri Public Service Com­ 
m ission, the Arkansas Public 
Service 
Commission, and the 
Federal Power Administration, 
Call noted.

M issouri Utilities sub­ 
committee to study the pro­ 
posed m erger is composed of 
Mr. Call, T. F. Waltz Jr., vice- 
president, A.D. Martin of Dal­ 
las, Tex., and Jack L. Oliver, 
general counsel.

Missouri U tili­ 
ties buys from the Arkansas- 
based utility to serve its cus­ 
tom ers in the Senath area, and 
the latter buys from Missouri 
Utilities at Poplar Bluff to serve 
its properties in the Piedmont 
area. 
Arkansas-M issouri Power Co. 
has extensive gas distribution 
properties in Missouri, as well 
as in Arkansas.

Butler and in the 
western part of the state. South­

M issouri gas properties 
include 
Jackson, Charleston, 
Chaffee, and East Prairie.

board valid because 
the 
board was not properly con­ 
stituted nor was the executive 
session of the board a lawful 
board meeting. The delegation 
from Pemiscot County not hav­ 
ing been selected in accordance 
with the bylaws of the Southeast 
M issouri Area Economic Op­ 
portunity Association, Inc. they 
were not properly members of 
the Board of D irectors: Their 
participation in the business of 
the Board as members of the 
Board destroyed 
any validity 
which the board’s action might 
otherwise have had. Inasmuch 
as a proper new delegation to 
the Delta Area Board had not 
been duly elected by the Pemi­ 
scot County Corporation, 
the 
previously chosen representa­

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CHEATING OURSELVES 
A question the American pub­ 
lic should ask itself is “ When 
is a limit not a limit?** 
The 
answer, of course, is when Con­ 
gress sets a so-called celling 
on the national debt. 
Our national lawmakers 
re ­ 
cently raised the debt celling 
by $6 billion, to a total of $336 
billion. Yet only the very in­ 
nocent believe that spenders in 
Washington won’t soon knock a 
hole In that celling. 
In setting 
debt 
limitations 
which turn out to be meaning­ 
less, the U.S. makes a laugh­ 
ing 
stock of 
itself 
among 
thoughtful students of monetary 
and fiscal m atters. Once such 
student is Harry Schultz, author 
of the “ Schultz Letter” on in­ 
ternational finance. In a recent 
letter from London, Mr. Schultz 
reported that Prof. Albert Hahn, 
the Swiss economist, pointed out 
that a debt ceiling “ can’t lie 
raised and still be called 
a 
ceiling.” 
(And yet 
Congress 
has raised the “ debt ceiling” 
in this country time and time 
again since the end of the Sec­ 
ond World War. Actually, 
we 
have no ceiling - the sky is the 
lim it.) 
The periodic upward revision 
of the debt ceiling is a mani­ 
festation 
of 
intellectual and 
moral weakness insofar as our 
nation’s 
financial affairs are 
concerned. 
Executive Branch 
officials who propose raising 
the ceiling, and the Congress­ 
men who bow to their wishes, 
surely know in their hearts that 
such actions are irresponsible. 
The individual official or law­ 
maker doesn’t fool himself into 
believing that he can dispense 
with debt limitations insofar as 
his personal finances are con­ 
cerned. He knows that there is 
a real and absolute limit on the 
debt which he can handle. Thus 
an individual knows, for exam­ 
ple, that he may be able to 
afford to buy a $25,000 home, 
but that a $100,000 house is com - 
pletely out of range. 
We know what happens to an 
individual who borrows more 
than he can repay, or who lives 
on a scale that is beyond his 
means. He ends up in a te rri­ 
ble financial tangle, his credit 
ruined and his family in sad 
shape. 
The individual Congressman 
knows this full well. Yet 
a 
majority of Congress regularly 
votes to raise the debt limit. 
What they are doing when they 
vote in this manner is reveal­ 
ing a willingness to handle their 
country’s financial affairs in an 
irresponsible manner - a man­ 
ner in which they would 
not 
ff&ndle their personal affairs. 
What is it that makes offi­ 
cials 
and lawmakers imagine 
that a nation is exempt from 
rules concerning debt which are 
applicable to individuals? What 
is our nation, after all, but the 
sum total of the individuals liv- 


in an effort to continue to live in 
a state of free spending luxury 
is no more rational than Jugg­ 
ling one’s personal check book. 
You can’t fool the world 
any 
more than you can fool the bank. 
Raising the national debt ceil­ 
ing is on a par with kiting 
a 
check. 
The truth, however, is that in 
recent years — as a result of 
the 
various 
Deals, the New 
Frontier and the Great Society 
-- we have become a danger­ 
ously self-indulgent people. We 
want to have our cake and eat 
It too. Even though we may only 
be able to afford hamburger, 
we all too often are determined 
to order caviar on the cuff. As 
a nation, we have a good charge 
account. But sooner or later, the 
bills have to be paid. It is r i­ 
diculous to say we simply owe 
the money to ourselves. 
Foreign 
countries, such as 
France, see what is happening 
to our dolla r as a result of wild 
spending policies, and they are 
withdrawing credits in gold. Un­ 
less the U. S. reform s, there 
will be a dreadful day of mone­ 
tary and fiscal reckoning.

Missouri Utilities and Arkan­ 
sas-M issouri 
have intercon­ 
nections and each buys power 
from the other. M issouri Utili­ 
ties buys from the Arkansas- 
based utility to serve its cus­ 
tom ers in the Senath area, and 
the latter buys from Missouri 
Utilities at Poplar Bluff to serve 
its properties in the Piedmont 
area. 
Arkansas-M issouri Power Co. 
has extensive gas distribution 
properties in Missouri, as well 
as in Arkansas. Among the Mis­ 
souri properties are those at 
Kirksville, 
Butler and in the 
western part of the state. South­ 
east 
M issouri gas properties 
include 
Jackson, Charleston, 
Chaffee, and East Prairie. 
The Blytheville 
corporation 
opeiates its M issouri gas pro­ 
perties as the Associated Na­ 
tural Gas Corp., a wholly - 
owned 
Arkansas - M issouri 
Power Co. subsidiary. 
The 
electrical properties bf 
the Arkansas utility include, be­ 
sides Piedmont, several others 
in the Delta region of southeast 
M issouri, Ironton, Arcadia and 
the Lead Belt. New distribu­ 
tion facilities are being placed 
in areas of fresh mineral de­ 
velopment in Missouri. 
M issouri Utilities 
Co. oper­ 
ates power distribution lines in 
a number of southeast M issouri 
cities, and at Eldon in the cen­ 
tral part of the state. It owns 
the gas d istribution system in 
Columbia, and

of 
others in southeast M issouri.lt 
has power, gas and water sy s­ 
tem s in Cape Girardeau. 
The present Missouri Utilities 
Co. was incorporated in 1923, 
taking over facilities of earlier 
utility concerns. 
Since 1941 it 
has operated as an independent 
company, divesting itself of all 
holding company connections. 
About two • thirds of the Mis­ 
souri Utilities Co. stock 
is 
owned 
by M issouri investors 
and a large per cent of this is 
held in company area. 
M issouri Utilities Co., which 
serves rural custom ers as well 
as those in cities, has had little 
area expansion in power in re ­ 
cent 
years, 
although it has 
brought natural gas to many 
area cities since World War n. 
Gas is purchased from Texas 
E astern Transm ission Co. 
However, the power loads of 


the firm have shown great in­ 
creases over the period and the 
company has spent millions of 
dollars upgrading its distribu­ 
tion system to meet the greater 
demands. 
Company officials said lf the 
m erger of the two firm s is rec­ 
ommended and approved, it can 
result in savings in operating 
costs, financing, expansion and 
efficient 
uses of personnel. 
Management would t>e improved 
thereby, they said.

The delegation 
from Pemiscot County not hav­ 
ing been selected In accordance 
with the bylaws of the Southeast 
M issouri Area Economic Op­ 
portunity Association, Inc. they 
were not properly members of 
the Board of D irectors; Their 
participation in the business of

CHEATING OURSELVES 
A question the American [Jub­ 
ile should ask itself is “ When 
is a limit not a lim it?" 
The 
answer, of course, is when Con­ 
gress sets a so-called ceiling 
on the national debt. 
Our national lawmakers 
re ­ 
cently raised the debt ceiling 
by $6 billion, to a total of $336 
billion. Yet only the very in­ 
nocent believe that spenders in 
Washington won't soon knock a 
hole In that ceiling. 
In setting 
debt 
limitations 
which turn out to be meaning­ 
less, the U.S. makes a laugh­ 
ing 
stock of 
itself among 
thoughtful students of monetary 
and fiscal m atters. Once such 
student is Harry Schultz, author 
of the “ Schultz L etter" on in­ 
ternational finance. In a recent 
letter from London, Mr. Schultz 
reported that Prof. Albert Hahn, 
the Swiss economist, pointed out 
that a debt ceiling “ can't be 
raised and still be called 
a 
celling." 
(And yet 
Congress 
has raised the “ debt ceiling" 
in this country time and time 
again since the end of the sec­ 
ond World War. Actually, 
we 
have no ceiling - the sky is the 
lim it.) 
The periodic upward revision 
of the debt ceiling is a mani­ 
festation 
of 
intellectual and 
moral weakness insofar as our 
nation's 
financial affairs are 
concerned. 
Executive Branch 
officials who propose raising 
the ceiling, and the Congress­ 
men who bow to their wishes, 
surely know in their hearts that 
such actions are irresponsible. 
The Individual official or law­ 
maker doesn’t fool himself into 
believing that he can dispense 
with debt limitations insofar as 
his personal finances are con­ 
cerned. He knows that there is 
a real and absolute limit on the 
debt which he can handle. Thus 
an individual knows, for exam ­ 
ple, that he may be able to 
afford to buy a $25,000 home, 
but that a $100,000 house is com­ 
pletely out of range. 
We know what happens to an 
individual who borrows more 
than he can repay, or who lives 
on a scale that is beyond his 
means. He ends up in a te rri­ 
ble financial tangle, his credit 
ruined and his family in sad 
shape. 
The Individual Congressman 
knows this full well. Yet 
a 
majority of Congress regularly 
votes to raise the debt limit. 
What they are doing when they 
vote in this manner is reveal­ 
ing a willingness to handle their 
country's financial affairs in an 
irresponsible manner - a man­ 
ner in which they would 
not 
bindle their personal affairs. 
What is it that makes offi­ 
cials 
and lawmakers imagine 
that a nation is exempt from 
rules concerning debt which are 
applicable to individuals? What 


in an effort to continue to live in 
a state of free spending luxury 
is no more rational than Jugg­ 
ling one's personal check book. 
You can't fool the world 
any 
more than you can fool the bank. 
Raising the national debt cell­ 
ing is on a par with kiting 
a 
check. 
The truth, however, is that In 
recent years — as a result of 
the 
various 
Deals, the New 
Frontier and the Great Society 
- - w e have become a danger­ 
ously self-indulgent people. We 
want to have our cake and eat 
it too. Even though we may only 
be able to afford hamburger, 
we all too often are determined 
to order caviar on the cuff. As 
a nation, we have a good charge 
account. But sooner or later, the 
bills have to be paid. It is r i ­ 
diculous to say we simply owe 
the money to ourselves. 
Foreign 
countries, such as 
France, see what is happening 
to our dollar as a result of wild 
spending policies, and they are 
withdrawing credits In gold. Un­ 
less the U. S. reform s, there 
will be a dreadful day of mone­ 
tary and fiscal reckoning.

The Meaning of Money

Money does matter. It is 
important to the President 
ana the Congress as budgets 
are reviewed. It concerns the 
citizen who confronts taxes, 
demands and opportunities. 
Money matters to the world 
for we are divided into the 
haves and the have-nots, into 
the affluent and the strug­ 
gling, into the people who find 
it so easy to make money and 
others who seem unable to 
make any money. That’s as 
true in families and neighbor­ 
hoods as it is among nations. 
Since money is so import­ 
ant—and most of us deal w ith; 
money almost as much as we j 
deal 
with 
language— it 
is ; 
amazing to see how amateur­ 
ish we are about its use. The 
abuse of money is flagrant. 
Men throw it around, waste it 
or use it to enslave or to im­ 
press, missing its true mean­ 
ing. Money is worshiped and 
coveted to the place where it 
becomes the only criterion of 
values. 
This degradation affects our 
daily life. The abuse of in­ 
stallment buying becomes a 
major 
factor 
in 
domestic 
strife. 
In fact, financial ir­ 
responsibility is one of the 
most frequent causes of mari­ 
tal discord. 
The abuse of bankruptcy 
provisions indicates a flaw in 
our character. Since money 
is so important we ought to 
know more about it, under­ 
stand it properly and use it 
wisely. This is why a preacher 
can talk about money as well 
as the banker. For money is 
a sacramental factor of life. 
The Reformation erased the 
lines between the sacred and 
the secular and recent Vatican 
Council added a contempor­ 
ary emphasis. One could not 
keep God in the church and 
out of the wallet. It’s as plain, 


as simple and as awesome as 
that. 
The broken body of 
Christ had something to do 
with the way we break bread 
and break a dollar. 
In a meaningful book of 
prayers, Father Marcel Quoist 
includes one entitled, “Prayer 
Before a Twenty Dollar Bill”. 
It concludes with the thought­ 
ful dedication: 
“0 Lord, I offer this hill 
with its joyous mysteries, 
its sorrowful mysteries. 
I thank you for all the life 
and joy it has given. 
I ask your forgiveness for 
the harm it has done. 
But above all, Lord, I offer 
it to you as a symbol of 
all the labors of men. 
Indestructible 
m o n e y , 
which tomorrow will be 
changed into your eternal 
life/’ 
When we are free to work, 
to be paid for our labors and 
to use our money, then we 
ought to know that we are not 
free to worship money with­ 
out paying the consequences. 
The serving of mammon is 
still an act of worship. 
If 
that’s the value we put on 
ourselves, we are selling out 
too cheaply, degrading the 
sacramental 
possibilities 
of 
money. Lent demands that we 
examine our attitude toward 
the whole of life. And that 
includes our money! 
Christ Is Risen! 


The fact of the R esurrection cannot be overcom e by atheism 
o r infidelity. It is the foundation of C hristian faith, the bul­ 
w ark against the fearsom e shadow of destruction which hangs 
over the world.

A MILITANT atheist was ad­ 
dressing 
a group of R ussians 
one E aster eveni.ig, according 
to a story related by D r. John 
Sutherland Bonnell. He poured 
scorn 
and ridicule upon 
the 
C hristian doctrine of the R esur­ 
rection, and when he concluded, 
he asked if there w ere any ques­ 
tions. 
A young p riest at the back of 
the hall indicated that he would 
like to say a few w ords. He 
walked to the front, but neither 
asked questions nor offered any 
argum ent. He faced the audience 
and repeated the greeting which 
for centuries 
R ussians 
have 
given to each other on E aster 
m orning, 
“ C hrist is risen!” 
As one man the audience arose 
and answ ered with the fam iliar 
response, “ He is risen indeed!” 
This is the faith of C hristianity, 
the faith that cannot be over­ 
come by atheism and infidelity, 
the faith that provides our only 
bulw ark against the fearsom e 
shadow 
of destruction 
which 
hangs over the world. This is the 
faith which upheld the 
early 
Church, which nerved them to 
heroic tasks, which gave them 
courage to die for th eir convic­ 
tions in the su re and certain 
hope of the R esurrection. 
T here was a tim e when this 
faith in the R esurrection was 
not the faith of all who called 
them selves 
C hristian. 
The 
Apostle Paul found som e among 
the 
converts In C orinth 
who 
could not com pletely accept the 
C hristian belief in the fact of 
Jesus* 
resu rrectio n . 
Their 
minds, 
nourished upon 
the 
teaching of the popular philos­ 
ophers of the tim e, saw death 
at the best as a long sleep, a 
re st from weary labor, a su r­ 
cease from care. They som e­ 
tim es went as far as the Stoics 
and welcomed death as a friend. 
But they could not quite accept 
the C hristian teaching that this 
seem ingly final act was not the 
end. They could not understand 
P aul's declaration, “ The last 
enem y that shall be destroyed is 
death!” Death to them was not 
an enem y, but a friend; life was 
so full of trouble that ending it 
would be a boon. 
Thus the apostle devoted much 
tim e to his explanation of the 
R esurrection and its place in 
C hristian theology. 
It is, he 
said, the foundation of our faith. 
“ If C hrist be not risen , then is 
our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain. Yea, and we 
are 
found false w itnesses of 
God; because we have testified 
of God that he raised up C hrist: 
whom he raised not up, if so be 
that the dead rise not. F or if 
the dead rise not, then is not 
C hrist raised: and if C hrist be 
not raised, then your 
faith is 
vain; ye are yet in your sins.*’ 
Look at the picture which Paul 
paints: a world without a risen 
C hrist, a world which ends “ not 
with a bang, but with a whim­ 
p e r.” Try to picture such 
a 
world today, with the menace 
of atom ic destruction hanging 
over it, awaiting only the push­ 
ing of a button by som e mad 
m egalom aniac. “ If in this life 
only we have hope in C hrist, 


we are of all men m ost m iser­ 
able.” 
If C hrist did not rise from the 
dead, then our preaching is vain; 
it is all a lie. F or C hristianity 
is based upon the proposition 
that 
life 
is worthwhile, that 
death is but an interruption, that 
God w atches over His world and 
His children, that He leads them 
on to higher ground and g rea ter 
achievem ents 
that cannot be 
reached except by a re su rre c ­ 
tion. 
Mankind is on the m arch and 
always has been. But what is his 
goal? Is it nothing m ore than 
to live out each petty day, to 
striv e , to gain, to lose and then 
to lie down in darkness? 
Mankind 
is on the m a r c h 
through all our yesterdays and 
into all our tom orrow s. But 
m ust that m arch lead only to the 
darkness of a tomb? 
Over and over we say, “ I be­ 
lieve In the resu rrectio n of the 
body, in the life everlasting.” 
Do we really believe it? Such 
a faith will have certain definite 
effects upon our lives. It will 
bring to us a heightened aw are­ 
ness of the beauty of the p res­ 
ent world, which is not sim ply 
a dark and lonely plain filled 
with the sound of battle and the 
c rie s of dying men. It will give 
meaning to life and bring com­ 
fort in the hour of death. With 
such a faith we will not say with 
Macbeth; 
Tom orrow , and tom orrow , and 
tom orrow, 
C reeps in this petty pace from 
day to day, 
To the last syllable of recorded 
tim e; 
And all our yesterdays have 
lighted fools 
The way to dusty death. Out, 
out, b rief candle! 
R ather, we shall say with Paul, 
“ The things which are seen are 
tem poral; but the things which 
a re not seen are e te rn a l,” for 
“ we walk by faith, not by sight,” 
and “ to live is C hrist, and to die 
is gain.” 
This is our faith! By that faith 
we live, and in that faith we die. 
If there is no R esurrection, 
said Paul, as recorded in a 
m odern translation, 
“ we are 
even found to be m isrep resen t­ 
ing God.” Ponder those words, 
for they were not lightly ut­ 
tered . If there is no afterlife; 
if Jesu s, the Son of God, was 
left to lie in a borrow ed tomb, 
then there is no meaning to the 
picture of a loving F ath er. In­ 
deed, if there is no R e su rre c­ 
tion, 
there is no divinity in 
C h rist, for by His death He has 
proved His m ortality. If Jesu s 
died, as men had died before 
Him; if 
death was the last act 
of His ca reer, then He was but 
a m an. And, as a man, He was 
pow erless to save. 
But we have preached C hrist 
risen from the dead, said Paul, 
and we stake our whole gospel 
upon that stupendous fact. 
Today we must adm it that Paul 
was right. Takeaway the re su r­ 
rection story and we have left 
only the confused account of a 
Man who claim ed to be the Son 
of God, who taught men to be­ 
lieve in a God of love and pow­ 
e r, but whose teachings could 


not stand the test of experience. 
“ I am the way,” He said, but 
the way led only to a tomb. 
” 1 am the good shepherd,” He 
told 
them, but the Shepherd 
could not save Him self, and now 
the sheep are scattered upon the 
hills. 
If there is no R esurrection, 
then we are still in our sins; 
nothingv happened on Calvary 
which tiad not happened a thou­ 
sand tim es before; all is a myth 
told by earnest but m istaken 
souls who would not give up their 
dream and who sought to bol­ 
ste r their own hopes by a story 
of a m iracle. 
Do you see the te rrib le clarity 
of P aul's reasoning? H ere is no 
hedging against the possibility 
of a m istake. He would not say, 
“ I might be m istaken; perhaps 
He did not rise from the dead; 
but if not, still we hold to the 
hope that the thing which we 
wish for shall somehow come to 
p ass. Surely there is som e value 
in a pleasant story of a kindly 
Teacher; surely we will be led 
to the good life through follow­ 
ing His exam ple.” 
No, Paul would not say this. 
He p referred to state the case 
in the most positive term s and 
then to take the consequences. 
He said in effect, “ If this is not 
true, then our faith is false, 
our preaching vain, our idea of 
God m istaken, our hope of sal­ 
vation nothing m ore than illu­ 
sion. If He did not rise from the 
dead, then we are yet in our 
sin s. Nothing happened to me on 
the Damascus Road; no vision 
cam e upon me in the desert; no 
scales fell from my eyes. If 
C hrist was not brought back to 
life from the dead, then all is 
lo st.” 
One 
com m entator calls at­ 
tention to the effect this argu­ 
ment must have had upon Paul’s 
read ers. 
Perhaps they never 
had thought the m atter through. 
Surely they had not realized 
where their denial of the R esur­ 
rection was leading them . Could 
they have im agined what this 
questioning 
of the risen life 
would lead to? If Jesu s did not 
rise , then “ sin rem ains trium ­ 
phant; forgiveness is 
another 
myth that has no foundation in 
reality. If the C ross really was 
the end of Him, then sin has 
had the final word, and all hope 
of Heaven is to be forgotten.” 
And what is m ore, then they 
which are “ fhllen asleep” are 
perished. Sing no m ore of 
a 
future life; talk no m ore of Hea­ 
ven. Inscribe upon the tomb the 
pagan epitaph, “ We are no more 
than a moving row of shadow- 
shapes that come and go,” 
But we cannot be content with 
such a hopeless cry; we cannot 
look upon the quiet cem etery and 
wish to see upon its gate the 
inscription of an atheist revolu­ 
tionary 
who o rdered carved 
upon the entrance to each such 
resting place the cold and hope­ 
less words, “ Death is an e te r­ 
nal sleep.” 
No, the C hristian faith is in a 
risen C hrist — a C hrist who 
died for our sins, but who rose 
from the dead for our sins, but 
who rose from the dead for our 
redem ption. By His death alone 
He could not save us; only by 
conquering death could He give 
to us the hope that holds us 
steady. “ If in this life only we 
have hope in C hrist, we are of 
all men m ost m iserab le,” said 
Paul. What did he mean? Sim­ 
ply that a belief in Je su s C hrist 
as a good Man is not enough. 
Hold Him up as the suprem e 
Guide, but rem em ber that this 
way leads only to frustration 
and failure. Try as we will, 
we cannot follow Him perfectly; 
our feeble souls cannot attain 
unto His m easure; our faltering 
feet cannot m arch with Him up 
Calvary; 
our fainting 
hearts 
cannot endure the C ro ss. He was 
a man, and the R esurrection is 
the m easure of His statu re as 
the Son of God. 
I rem em ber as a young m inis­ 
te r trying to picture C hrist as 
He walked the roads in Galilee, 
a village Prophet with a charm 
of m anner and a love of men. 
I showed Him as the victim of a 
soulless 
system , a 
system 
which confronted Him with the 
great alternative; 
come down 
from the C ross o r die. 
I 
showed how He could not come 
down from His high ideals and 
as a consequence 
m ust die. 
And there I left Him, hanging 
on the C ross. 
And there we som etim es leave 
Him in our m inds. There amid 
the h o rro r of Good F riday, with 
the tragic words upon His lips. 
“ It is finished,” He c rie s, and 
our hearts are torn with sorrow 
as He bows His head and dies. 
But what was finished? Was it 
His life, so short and full of 
labor? Was it His m essage of 
love and serv ice? Was it His 
dream of a kingdom of God on 
earth? 
If this were the meaning of His 
cry, 
then all our hopes 
are 
finished, too. If we m ust leave 
Him there upon the C ross or 
shut the door of Jo sep h 's garden 
tomb forever, then is our hope 
vain, our preaching vain; and we 
are yet in our sin s. We are not 
saved by a dead C hrist on a 
tree ; we are saved by a risen 
C hrist who has ascended into 
Heaven, where He now sits at 
the right hand of the F ather. 
Here is the m essage of sal­ 
vation, a m essage which is not 
finished until »;aste r m orning. 


wrote Em erson, “ until he has 
nothing else to count.** 
Stay young by continuing to 
grow. You do not grow old, you 
become old by not growing. 
Stay young by hanging on to 
your dream s. A philosopher 
w rites: 
“ T here is not much 
to do but bury a man when the 
la st of his dream s a re dead.** 
Stay young by maintaining 
a 
cheerful 
attitude. Keep 
this 
verse from P roverbs in mind: 
“ A m erry heart doeth goodlike 
m edicine, but a broken sp irit 
drieth up the bones.** 
Stay young by keeping your 
mind alive and a le rt. Scientists 
have found that the ability to 
think does not decline 
with 
advancing age; the only dif­ 
ference may be a slight 
de­ 
crease in the speed of think­ 
ing. 
Stay young by forcing your 
mind out of old ru ts. Remem­ 
ber that beaten paths a re for 
beaten men. See new places, 
read new books, try new hob­ 
bies. 
Increase 
the depth of 
your life. 
Stay young by rem aining flexi­ 
ble, adaptable and open-minded, 
Do not 
perm it your mental 
a rte rie s to harden. 
Stay young by taking inspira­ 
tion from the young in sp irit 
who rem ained creatively ac­ 
tive all their liv es: Goethe com­ 
pleting Faust at 80; Titian paint­ 
ing m asterpieces at 98; Handel 
conducting Elijah at 75; Ju s­ 
tice Holmes w riting Supreme 
Court decisions at 90; Edison 
busy in his laboratory at 84; 
Benjamin Franklin helping to 
fram e the A m erican Constitu­ 
tion at 80. 
Stay young by keeping con­ 
structively busy. Set yourself 
new goals for achievem ent. 
Stay young by tackling 
new 
p ro jects. The man who planted 
a tre e at 90 was a man of 
vision. S tart ideas and plans 
rolling that will go on long after 
you a re gone. 
Stay 
young 
by doing good. 
Work for worthy causes 
in

Stay young by keeping your 
h eart young. “ If it can

done,** wrote the poet, C arl 
Sandburg, “ it is not a bad p rac­

The 
abuse of money is flagrant 
Men throw it around, waste it 
or use it to enslave or to im­ 
press, missing its true mean­ 
ing. Money is worshiped and 
coveted to the place where it 
becomes the only criterion of 
values. 
This degradation affects our 
daily life. The abuse of in-1 
stallment buying becomes a 
major 
factor 
in 
domestic 
strife. 
In fact, financial ir 
responsibility is one of the 
most frequent causes of mari­ 
tal discord. 
The abuse of bankruptcy 
provisions indicates a flaw in 
our character. Since money 
is so important we ought to 
know more about it, under­ 
stand it properly and use it 
wisely. This is why a preacher 
can talk about money as well 
as the banker. For money is 
a sacramental factor of life. 
The Reformation erased the 
lines between the sacred and 
the secular and recent Vatican 
Council added a contempor­ 
ary emphasis. One could not 
keep God in the church and 
out of the wallet. It’s as plain,

have 
given to each other on E aster 
morning, "C hrist Is risen!" 
As one man the audience arose 
and answered with the fam iliar 
response, "He is risen Indeed!" 
This Is the faith of Christianity, 
the faith that cannot be over­ 
come by atheism and infidelity, 
the faith that provides our only 
bulwark against the fearsome 
shadow 
of destruction 
which 
hangs over the world. This is the 
faith which upheld the 
early 
Church, which nerved them to 
heroic tasks, which g ive them 
courage to die tor their convic­ 
tions in the sure and certain 
hope of the Resurrection. 
There was a time when this 
faith in the Resurrection was 
not the faith of all who called 
themselves 
Christian. 
The 
Apostle Paul found some among 
the 
converts In Corinth 
who 
could not completely accept the 
Christian belief In the filet of 
Jesus* 
resurrection. 
Their 
minds, 
nourished upon 
the 
teaching of the popular philos­ 
ophers of the time, saw death 
at tile best as a long sleep, a 
rest from weary labor, a sur­ 
cease from care.

But they could not quite accept 
the Christian teaching that this 
seemingly final act was not the 
end.

vain; ye are yet In your sins."

BILL PROPOSES STUDY 
OF WELFARE PROGRAM 
JEFFERSON C TY 
-A p ro ­ 
posal for studying welfare pro­ 
grams in the state to deter mine 
their effectiveness, or lack of 
it, was heard by the House 
Committee on 
Governmental 
Organization last week, and if 
passed by the Legislature could 
be the first step toward over­ 
hauling the present welfare sys­ 
tem. 
Introduced 
by Rep. 
Earl 
Mac key (D-Cape Girardeau), the 
bill would set up a 14-man com­ 
mission 
composed of legisla­ 
tors and professional advisers 
to study existing laws and pro­ 
grams and new programs not 
yet in effect, with a report to 
be submitted to the next ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly. 
“Such a study wotrld have an 
effect on both sides of the wel­ 
fare problem ,” Mackey said. It 
would aid those people support­ 
ing welfare with their taxes 
who may have lost confidence 
in the system , and those 
re ­ 
ceiving welfare who are not re­ 
ceiving the benefits intended, 
he added. 
Apparently no one has ever 
conducted a study of welfare in 
Missouri, Mackey said, and yet 
last year more than $160 mil­ 
lion 
was 
spent 
on welfare 
program s — more than one- 
third of which was paid for 
from state taxes. 
In addition, he pointed out 
that nearly 70 bills in the cur­ 
rent session of the Legislature 
are concerned with welfare pro­ 
gram s, and more 
are intro­ 
duced each session, without any 
attention given to the overall 
effectiveness of the present sys­ 
tem. 
Testifying before the House 
committee wo* Robert L inger, 
associate 
ex^'uHve director 
of the Health and Welfare Coun­ 
cil of Metropolitan St. Louis 
and chairman of the legisla­ 
tive committee of the Missouri 
State Council of the National 
Assn. of Social Workers chap­ 
ters.

posal for studying welfare pro­ 
gram s In the state to determ ine 
their effectiveness, or lack of 
it, was heard by the House

O rganization la st week, and if 
passed by the L egislature could 
be the firs t step toward over­ 
hauling the present welfare sy s­ 
tem . 
Introduced 
by Rep. 
E arl 
Mac key (D-Cape G irardeau), the 
bill would set up a 14 • man com ­ 
m ission 
com posed of leg isla­ 
to rs and professional advisers 
to study existing laws and pro­ 
gram s and new program s not 
yet in effect, with a report to 
be subm itted to the next se s­ 
sion of the General Assem bly. 
“ Such a study would have an 
effect on both sides of the wel­ 
fare problem ,*' Mackey said. It 
would aid those people support­ 
ing w elfare with their taxes 
who may have lost confidence 
In the system , and those 
re ­ 
ceiving w elfare who are not re ­ 
ceiving the benefits intended, 
he added. 
Apparently no erne has ever 
conducted a study of w elfare in 
M issouri, Mackey said, and yet 
last year m ore than $160 m il­ 
lion 
w as 
spent 
on w elfare 
program s — more than one- 
third of which was paid for 
from state taxes. 
In addition, he pointed out 
that nearly 70 bills in the c u r­

The President said he was 
amazed that the newsmen gave 
so much attention to Ky*s state­ 
ment Monday that “ even to per­ 
mit the front to pose as repre­ 
sentatives of any segment of the 
South Vietnamese people would 
betray the sacrifices made by 
thousands 
of 
Vietnamese, 
Americans and our other al­ 
lies.” 
The President said he has al­ 
ways felt that the NLF would 
have no difficulty making its 
views heard at any negotiations. 
And he said nothing that 
ap- 
pened in Guam caused him to 
change his mind. 
Ky himself toned down his 
rem arks at a news conference 
before his departure, saying he 
is ready to talk peace with Ha­ 
noi and “ if they have the inten­ 
tion to have members of this so- 
called front of liberation with 
them, we have no objection.” 
Conceding that his statement 
at the opening session of the 
conference had kicked up some 
dust, Ky remarked with a grin: 
The next time I have to find a 
better English w riter — too

much confusion.” 
hi a rem ark that was widely 
interpreted as a reference to 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., Ky told his news confer­ 
ence: 
“ I am against those whose 
course is of their own interests 
— their own political future or 
near future — who speak only 
for themselves and trytoblam e 
us in this country.” 
He said his government is not 
composed of profiteering m ili­ 
tarists who want to keep the 
war going for their own ends. 
Instead, he said, they are fight­ 
ers for freedom. 
Johnson also made a state­ 
ment that could easily be ap­ 
plied to Kennedy, who said ear­ 
ly last month that the succeed­ 
ing few weeks might be crucial 
to peace prospects. 
Asked about “ peace flurries” 
at the United Nations, the presi­ 
dent said: “ I am not really 
aware of these flurries, except 
some people do have flurries 
from time to tim e.” 
He added that he believes in­ 
dividuals “ doa disservice tothe 
people if they predict something 
is just around the corner unless 
they have a factual basis for 
it.” 
Johnson said from all signs 
available to him Hanoi still ada- 
mantly opposes negotiations. 
Ky, his voice quavering at 
tim es, 
had 
made 
a 
highly 
charged plea for united Ameri­ 
can support, arguing that unity 
in the United States would bring 
Hanoi to the peace table. 
Newsmen asked Johnson if he 
thought home-front dissent over 
Vietnam was the prime obstacle 
to peace. He replied that disa­ 
greements are ever present and 
an integral part of the Ameri­ 
can system. 
“ We want to preserve that 
right,” he said. “ We get many 
strengths from it.” 
He conceded, however, that it 
“ is irritating and damaging at 
tim es to have any deep divi­ 
sions.” 
The President concluded by 
saying: “ I don't think Hanoi is 
going to get much encourage­ 
ment from thinking she can di­ 
vide the American people.” 
Johnson 
summed 
up 
the 
Guam 
meetings 
with 
these 
words: 
“ We are leaving feeling hope­ 
ful and that we have had a ver> 
constructive two days.” 
He said the conferees had “ a 
very instructive exchange” but 
that “ we have not made any 
momentous decisions one way 
or the other.” 
The President said the UJS. 
and Vietnamese leaders “ faced 
up to our problems frankly.” He 
added there has been “ great 
progress” since his Honolulu 
meeting last year with leaders 
of the Saigon government. 
Before the talks, American 
officials indicated much atten­ 
tion would be given to pacifica­ 
tion — building democracy and 
economic 
stability in areas 
wrested from the Communists. 
But t-iey said word of any new 
decisions in this area would 
have to await the end of the 
conference. 
Johnson, asked about this, 
said the ’opic did get consid­ 
erable attention. But he said: 
“ We made no far-reaching deci­ 
sions that would bring about 
any revolutionary changes.” 
The President said one reason 
for the Guam talks was to pro­ 
mote “ as smooth a transition as 
we could” when Ellsworth Bun­ 
ker 
succeeds

Lodge as ambassador in Saigon. 
The two men flanked him as he 
spoke. 


Johnson said Lodge would be 
moving to Washington as am­ 
bassador-at-large in about a 
month. 
The chief executive said he 
held the news conference at the 
request of his press secretary. 
Until that point, Ky had domi­ 
nated the news from the confer­ 
ence. 
The prem ier first grabbed 
headlines with his rhetorical 
questions Monday which in ef­ 
fect proposed the bombing of 
Hanoi, the blocking of the port 
of Haiphong, and action against 
Communist sanctuaries In Cam­ 
bodia and infiltration routes 
through Laos. 
Ky, elaborating today, said he 
had in mind the demands that 
bombing 
uf 
the 
North 
be 
stopped. 
“ Everybody tried to impose 
on us this condition — stop 
bombing, stop bombing. I think 
it is our turn now to say some­ 
thing about this,” he said. 
He added that if the Commu­ 
nists “ stop all these things” — 
such as infiltration and use of 
sanctuaries — “ we are ready to 
talk.” 
Johnson later said Ky is con­ 
cerned about Communist infil­ 
tration and sanctuaries “and we 
are concerned about them .” 
“ We understand the prem ier's 
deep concern because it is his 
people who are suffering,” the 
President said. 
Johnson and the Vietnamese 
leaders issued a joint commu­ 
nique pledging their determ ina­ 
tion on the fighting front and 
promising 
“ to 
continue the 
earnest search for an honorable 
peace.” 
Ky left Guam in the morning 
while Johnson and the top UJS. 
officials continued to confer. 
Then, before Johnson's evening 
departure, the President visited 
a number of military installa­ 
tions on the island, which is the 
base for B52 strikes in Vietnam. 
The Morning 
Has Come 


AS WE enter the last days of 
Lent and turn to the contempla­

friends in Bethany. A woman 
came in the middle of dinner 
and anointed His head 
with 
costly oils, and He said 
a 
strange and troubling thing — 
“ She hath done this for 
my 
burial.” L ater they were to 
remember this, for when they 
came to perform this last act 
of love 
for 
their Lord the 
tomb was empty. 
Then came the last night. Un­ 
easily they made their way to 
a strange house, climbing the 
stair to the upper room where 
they 
found everything pre­ 
pared, the table surrounded by 
low 
couches, the night 
wind 
stirring the drapes 
hanging 


at the arched doorways lead­ 
ing to the roof. 
It was very still. They must 
have had a premonition 
of 
disaster and a strange clutch­ 
ing 
at the heart when their 
Lord and Master performed 
an act of love which none of 
them had had the grace to per­ 
form 
for Him or for one an­ 
other — He washed their feet, 
even the feet of Judas. How 
Judas 
could have borne this, 
it is difficult to imagine. Not 
long after, he left. 
Then they gathered about the 
table, and Jesus took the bread 
and broke it. But after 
the 
blessing 
He said in 
great 
solmnity 
and 
infinite love, 
“ This is my body which 
is 
given for you,” and 
after 
filling the cup with wine 
and 
having it passed from one to 
the other, He continued, “ This 
is my blood, shed for you. . . 
Do this, in 
remembrance of 
me.” 
They could not imagine what 
it meant. “ My body. . . My 
blood shed for you. . .D othis in 
remembrance. . .” 
And seeing 
their 
troubled 
faces, and knowing the fear in 
their hearts, He began to talk 
to them of love. This was why 
He had come. This 
was what 
He was to mean to all 
men 
everywhere, and these were the 
men who were to bear the good 
news to the world. 
What is this love? We ask it 
today, as they asked then. To 
the man in the street He gave 
guide lines, a rule of life - 
“Love thy neighbor 
as thy­ 
self.” But to these, His own, 
He said these lovely words, so 
exquisite to hear, so extraor­ 
dinarily difficult to live—“ Love 
one another as I have loved 
you.” 
As I have loved you? What 
measure Is there for love? No 
cup can hold it nor seas contain 
it. Fragile as a siken cord, It Is 
strong as death and 
terrible 
as an army with banners. As I 
have loved you. . . as I 
have 
known you by your name. . .by 
your 
own special and unique 
nature. . . as if you were the 
only 
being 
of 
all God's 
created universe. . . with 
an 
im m ortal, 
everlasting love, 
which has no lim its. 
So He comes to us this Good 
Friday in the midst of 
our 
doubts, 
our fears, our 
im­ 
perfect love, our faulty faith, 
and seeing our longing to fol­ 
low, if only afar off, He says, 
“Let not your heart be troubled 
. . . I will pray the Father 
and He shall give you another 
Comforter that He may abide 
with you forever.” 
And the night is nearly gone 
and He walks away to His death 
and resurrection.

through the carpet of 
leaves 
and the warm rays of the sun 
cause them to burst into bloom. 
At this period, only last y ear’s 
leaves are In evidence and these 
have rem ained green all through 
the w inter, 
Then as the tim e 
of blossom ing 
wanes, 
new 
leaves appear and the old ones 
take on a rusty hue. As winter 
again sets In these old leaves 
are 
replaced by the 
newer 
ones 
which, too, stay green 
under the new season’s blanket 
of tree leaves and snow. Thus 
the cycle has been completed. 
H epatica does not have petals, 
but it sepals substitute very well 
for petals and its three bracts 
take the place of sepals. Its 
flow ers may be white, pink, 
lilac, lavender or blue In color 
and close to an inch in diam eter. 
The plants seldom grow higher 
than three o r four inches. 
In addition to Hepatica am eri­ 
cana, there is another species 
of this charm ing wildflower - 
H epatica acutiloba. 
To 
all 
intents and purposes, the la tte r 
is the sam e as the form er, but 
its 
three-lobed leaves 
are 
sharply pointed. The two grow 
together and most wildflower 
enthusiasts would not, perhaps, 
note any difference In the two 
sp ecies. 
Rich soils of open woods and 
rocky slopes are “ home” to the 
attractiv e 
Hepatica in m ost 
of the states east of the M is­ 
sissip p i riv er. 
And while it 
appears so early In the spring, 
it is never In a hurry to bow 
out. You may find It still going 
stro n g when June rolls around.
